Dismissal Of Seven Postmen 
Is Beginning Of Active 
Hostilities 



Paris, May S. — When the council of 
discipline, composed of live chiefs of 
the division and live advisory repre- 
sentatives, met today to consider ac- 
tion In the case of the seven postmen 
charged with attacking the govern- 
ment and parliament, only two of the 
advisory members were present, They 
asked Immediately that the council de- 
clare itself Incompetent, and on refusal 
they walked out and announced their 
Intention of resigning. In spite of this 
action the council proceeded to an ex- 
amination of the charges and evidence 
against the accused men, uiul rendered 
a decision recommending their- dis- 
missal. 

The postal employees made no fur- 
ther move tonight In reply to the dis- 
missal of these men, beyond Issuing a 
manifesto announcing that all the as- 
sociations of employees in the different 
services were agreed, and that the 
success of the movement was assured. 
The manifesto states that the strike 
will be declared at the right moment 
If It Is forced by the government. A 
few sectional meetings were held to- 
night In Paris and the provinces. 
These Included n meeting of the tele- 
phono girls, 'who voted to support' the 
movement to the bitter end. 

The government on Its side is not 
losing any time. The ships of the 
Mediterranean lleet received orders to- 
night to make preparations to take up 
their allotted stations at points on the 
coast, .so that communication could be 
carried on by wireless. 

Many of the groups of railroad men 
in the provinces have voted sympathy 
with the postmen and announced their 
Support of the resolution of the rail- 
road men's congress to go on strike if 
parliament docs not vote a pension 
bill. In the meantime, notwithstand- 
ing the excitement and the apparent 
approach of a crisis, Paris Is as gay 
as ever. The social season is at Its 
height, and the boulevards are filled 
with pleasure-hunting crowds. One 
newspaper describes the situation as 
follows: "We are standing over a 
volcano, but Paris, as usual, only 
amuses itself." 

The rtriko committee of the postal 
employees ridicule the measures adopt- 
ed by the government and promise a 
surprise. It Is understood that they 
do not intend to declare a strike until 
next Tuesday in order to give Parlia- 
ment, which re-assembles on Monday, 
a chance to Intervene in their favor, 
Their manifestoes, which are couched 
in the phrases of the Revolution, read 
as if they were martyrs to liberty. For 
Instance, in announcing the refusal of 
seven postmen to appear before the 
council of discipline today, on the 
ground that to comply would be an 
interference with their liberty, theso 
men are described as "going to tho 
execution In charettes," a term employ- 
ed In tho days of terror to describe *'.70 
cars which conveyed the victims of the 
revolutionary tribunal to the guillo- 
tine. 



ESCAPE^ POVERTY 

Princess do Broglio Inherits Fortune 
Through Death of Her Father 
— Alimony Was Small 

Paris, May S.— Princess Robert de 
Broglio, who three days ago lias 
granted a divorce In Paris from her 
husband on the ground of desertion, 
has sent the following telegram from 
Genoa to u friend In this city today: 
"I have just received news of my 
father's death in Chicago. As the heir 
to a fortune I am happy not to be 
forced to depend on tho miserable pit- 
tance granted through the Paris 
courts by the de Broglio family. I ain 
leaving shortly for America with my 
baby." 

Princess de Broglle was formerly 
Miss Estelle Alexander, of San TTvan- 
cisco. Sim married the Prince ia Chi- 
cago in l!)0fi, and was at that time the 
divorced wdfe of Sidney R. Yeit, Tho 
French courts granted her alimony of 
SCO a month.

Buffalo, May S.r-A number of lake 
labor leaders arrived heri* today, and 
more aro expected tomorrow.Yto take 
part in a conference which may result 
In extending the present strike to the 
docks. Among those who arrived to- 
day were Capt. T. V. O'Connor, pres- 
ident of the Longshoremen's union; V. 
A. Olander, general secretary of the 
Seamen's union; T. J. Dolan, secretary 
of the dredgomen; Chas. McCarthy, 
president of the tug firemen; C. 
Worth, president of the dredge work- 
ers and drillers, and Martin Colloon, 
president of the licensed tugmen, 

Several informal conferences were 
held today, but the Important meeting 
is scheduled for tomorrow. Asked If 
the longshoremen were likely to strike, 
President O'Connor said: "There is no 
intention at present of the longshore- 
men taking any such action. We have 
not considered a sympathetic strike." 
Pressed for a more delln'.to answer as 
to the future policy of tho organiza- 
tion, Capt. O'Connor said he did not 
care to predict what the longshoremen 
might do in the future. 

Secretary Olander said the strlko 
situation was satisfactory. Samuel 
Gonipers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, arrived hero late 
tonight and spent several hours with 
the strlko leaders.

New Yorlt, May 8.— The nomination 
of Theodore Roosevelt for mayor of 
New York city Is proposed by General 
Woodford, former minister to Spain, 
In a statement Issued here today. It 
is admitted that "the boom thus 
launched lias neither tho knowledge 
nor the consent of Mr. Roosevelt," but 
It Is declared that "an Insistent and 
unanimous demand on the part of the 
people of the city would compel him 
to accept."

Vancouver, May 8.— Theodore Thor- 
mailen, aged seventy-four, a Cariboo 
pioneer, died at St. Pauls hospital this 
morning as the result of Injury through 
being struck by an intcrurban car last 
night.

Iswolsky Expected To Retire 
And Become Ambassador 
* To Spain 



St. Petersburg, May 8. — Tho Em- 
peror has not as yet Informed the 
cabinet as to the fate of tho naval 
bill, but it Is the general belief In gov- 
ernment circles that the emperor will 
approve the bill, and that Premier 
Stoylpin and his ministers will remain 
In office for the present. 

Count Casslnl, ambassador to Spain, 
has resigned his post, and there are 
renewed rumors that Mr. Iswolsky, 
tho foreign minister, will succeed to 
that otlice. The retirement of Mr. Is- 
wolsky from tho foreign ministry Is 
now considered certain. His leave of 
absence, which originally was for 
three weeks, will bo extended to four 
months, and on his return he is likely 
to go to Madrid, unless something; 
better offers in the meantime. 

Upon accepting his portfolio M. Is- 
volsky made it a condition that he be 
permitted at any time to lay it down 
in exchango for an ambassadorial 
post. Recently ho offered his resigna- 
tion, but deferred quitting ofiice until 
an opening which he could accept 
should present itself. Count Cassini 
arrived here early hi the week on pri- 
vate business, and unexpectedly placed 
his resignation in the hands of tho 
ministry, which opened tho way for 
M. Iswolsky's withdrawal from the 
cabinet.

Vancouver, May S. — A few weeks 
hence will see survey parties strung 
along at least two railway routes be- 
tween Kamloops and Vancouver. 

This is the reply of the Canadian 
Northern railway to the action of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, In locating and 
filing plans of its proposed line with 
this city as its objective. 

Engineering parties of Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie and Mann lor tho lower end 
of the route from Yollowhead are now 
being organized, and most of them 
should be equipped ready for the field 
before another ten days elapse.

Constantinople, Slay 8. — Up to tho 
present time Die sum of $7,500,000 lias 
been found in the treasury boxes in 
tho imperial palace of Ylldlz, occupied 
before his deposition by Abdul Hamid. 

Two and a half million dollars of 
this is in cash, while $5,000,000 is in 
marketable securities equivalent to 
cash. Furthermore, papers were found 
Indicating that Abdul Hamid has on 
deposit in Germany, England, France 
and the United States upwards of $15,- 
000,000. 

It la understood that tho cabinet 
takes tho atlltudo that all theso for- 
eign deposits, as well as tho treasury 



at Ylldiz, are tho property of tho state. 
' Two courses are open to the gov- 
ernment respecting these foreign de- 
posits. One is to obtain them through 
legal process, and the other through 
authorization from Abdul Hamid him- 
self. It is not believed that Abdul 
Hamid will refuse to direct his agents 
to pay over these sums, for the reason 
that as a prisoner it is quite impos- 
sible for him to make use of the 
money, while by giving it up he may 
securo advantages during his captivity 
and possibly be given a share of tho 
foreign deposits and investments for 
his family. 



OKLAH AMA F RAUDS 

Governor Haskell and Othorr, Defend- 
ants In Both Civil and Criminal 
Suits 



Muskogee, Okla., May 8.-— Fadoral 
Judge Campbell hero today overruled 
the demurrers of the defendants in the 
so-called Mott Creek Indian civil land 
suits, brought by the government 
against Governor Charles H. Haskell 
and other prominent Oklahomans. 

Tho decision, Involving, as it does, 
the legality of the purchase of millions 
of dollars' worth of lots, created con- 
sternation here. Not only are Gov- 
ernor Haskell and associates involved 
in the chargo of fraud, but about 1,500 
subsequent purchasers of lots are in- 
terested. Judge Campbell announced, 
however, that all innocent purchasers 
would be protected. 

These suits were brought by the 
United States government for the 
creek Indian nation to recover for that 
tribe Muskogee town lots aggregating 
three thousand acres of land and al- 
leged to have been obtained by Gov- 
ernor Haskell and the other defend^ 
ants by the fraudulent scheduling of 
"dummies." 

Out of theso civil suits grew tho 
criminal prosecution against tho gov- 
ernor and six others, for which they 
were once indicted. These indict- 
ments were quashed in Tulsa recently, 
but a new grand jury has been called 
to meet in that city on Monday noxt, 
to reinvestigate the charges.

IMPROVEMENTS NEEDED 

The attention of the City Council is 
invited to the condition of the Esqui- 
mau Road, the Gorgo* Eoad and the 
Saanich Road. These are. three import- 
ant arteries of travel between the city 
and its suburbs and they are all in 
very bad condition. It in a severe 
satire upon the policy of our munici- 
pal government In regard to these 
thoroughfares that people Kay they can 
tell when the city limits have been 
crossed because the read is so much 
worse within them than outside of them. 
.Surely this ought not to be; but it is 
.so. and lias been so as long aa most 
people remember. Hence what is here- 
in said is not a reflection upon the 
present city government, but only 
shows the line of policy which the 
people of Victoria have been content 
to have successive city councils adopt 
ever since Victoria has been a muni- 
cipality. 

■ We suggest to the Mayor and Alder- 
men that they ought to take up the 
question of Improving these three 
roads and decide upon a line of policy 
in respect to them. The matter is quite 
serious from the standpoint of expense. 
A part of the Esquimalt Road is 
through the Songhe.es Reserve, a con- 
siderable part of the Gorge Road la 
flanked by unimproved property, and 
along one side of the Saanlch Road 
there are brick yards. Wc mention 
these matters, not because they are in- 
surmountable obstacles, but because 
they are factors which must bo taken 
into account. From Point Elllcc brldgo 
to the city liroitd, on the Esquimalt 
Road, the. distance Is about four-fifths 
of a mile; from the Fountain to the 
city limits, on the Gorge Road, It is 
about a mile and a fifth; from the 
Fountain to the city limits on the 
Saanich Road it is about four-fifths of 
a mile. This gives a total distance 
of two and four-fifths miles, which 
are in a somewhat different class from 
ordinary city streets. Wo do not sug- 
gest that they might not be properly 
dealt with in the same manner as 
other streets, for wo are only directing 
attention to the fact that it !a over 
them that most of the suburban traffic 
comes.'. The Saanich Road, in its most 
southerly part also carries the traffic 
of the Euniside Road, of which nearly 
a mile is within the city, but it is in 
pretty fair state of repair. We are 
not losing .sight of the fact that a very 
considerable volume of traffic comes in 
by way of the Cedar Hill Road, the 
Mount Tolmle Road and the Cadboro 
Bay Road: but these are for the most 
part out of the city limits. To put 
nearly three miles of streets in first- 
class condition is quite a formidable 
project, In view of the many other 
calls upon the city treasury, but there 
Is urgent need of uction.

The 
possibility of racial amalgamation 
with them is doubtless extremely re- 
mote. The day seems distant when, 
by reason of their reaching the same 
standard of living as Canadians hold, 
we can compete with them industri- 
ally on even terms. But wo will make 
a fatal mistake if we determine our 
policy upon the assumption that the 
Japanese as a race are inferior to our 
own In those things that go to make 
up national strength and inspire and 
maintain national aggressiveness. The 
hostility of some of our people to 
Japan is without reason and without 
thought as to what may be implied In 
it. At a meeting held In the Victoria 
City Hall during the height of tho 
Asiatic Exclusion excitement, a cer- 
tain speaker having spoken In an ex- 
ceedingly hostile manner of the Jap- 
anese, a gentleman present asked If 
he would say the same thing lf Im- 
perial interests were at stake, and the 
reply was in the affirmative. In other | 
words the speaker was prepared to 
take issue with both the British gov- 
ernment and the Japanese government. 
He was prepared to have Canada fight 
Japan single-handed; and yet wo ven- 
ture to say that the very people, who 
take this truculent attitude towards 
Japan, would not be willing to vote a 
dollar for the defence of our coasts, 
and would- brand all such expendi- 
tures as capitalistic. Canada would 
not daro shake her list in the face of 
Japan, If the prowess of the British 
Empire were not behind her, and yet 
those people, who are the most afflicted 
with Japanophobia, are tho very peo- 
ple who refuse to recognize such a 
thing as Imperial Interests which have 
any claim upon them at all. The Col- 
onist does not swerve a hair's breadth 
from its position In opposition to Jap- 
anese immigration; but it stands for 
international courtesy; It protests that 
Canadians should show the represen- 
tatives of our ally that they arc en- 
titled to claim to be civilized.

AVe claim no right to dictate to the 
people of Vancouver as to how they 
Shall act under any circumstances that 
may arise, but perhaps it Is only 
neighborly to point out to them that, 
the attitude they are taking towards 
the visiting Japanese squadron ap- 
pears, from the point of view of the 
people of Victoria, exceedingly unwise.- 
There is no quarrel between Can- 
adians and Japanese. At one tine 
bitter feeling existed between certain 
sections of the white population of 
British Columbia and the Japanese 
laborers, who were [n the country and 
apparently were likely to come In in 
ever-increasing numbers. On repre- 
sentations being made, the Japanese 
government recognized the reasonable- 
ness of the protest against Immigration 
from Its country and took the neces- 
sary steps to reduce it to a minimum, 
and have carried out their agreement 
to that effect with perfect good faith. 
There is now absolutely no open 
question between this country and 
Japan, but on the contrary every pos- 
sible source of difficulty has been re- 
moved, for the time being at least, so 
that there is no conceivable reason 
whatever for any exhibition of feeling 
against Japan or Its representatives. 
It Is certainly very desirable that this 
condition should ■ continue, and we 
think 11: would bo exceedingly unfor- 
tunate if anything should occur on the 
occasion of the forthcoming visit of 
the Japanese squadron to disturb It.

There is 
abundant information in the Sessional 
Papers of this province showing that 
the- region in question is of very great 
value. We believe time will show that 
th.- mileage of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
through British Columbia will be at 
least equal from the traffic-producing 
point of view to any part of tho line 
of .similar length.

One of tho most noticeable features 
which struck Secretary E. Mcuall'ey, 
of tho Vancouver Island Development 
League, during his recent tour up the 
island was the immense amount of 
valuable agricultural land which was 
■held by the Indians. 

"The only ones I saw working," said 
Mr. McGat'ey, "were two squaws dig- 
ging clams at Cowlchan Bay, and two 
bucks smoking cigarettes on one on 
tho bridges erosyJiijf- the Cowlchan 
river. Hundreds of acres of the finest 
land imaginable were lying Idle, all 
tho property Of thn Indians." 

Mr. MeOaffey made no comment on 
this feature of southern Vancouver 
island, though doubtless he had In li is 
mind the great difference it would 
make If all this land were thrown open 
to white settlers of the agricultural 
class. 



that the provincial government should 
assist farmers , in clearing their land, 
taking a first lien on the portion clear- 
ed. Thus If a farmer holds fifty acres, 
hut was only able to clear ten, he sug- 
gests that the government should come 
to his assistance and clear tho other 
forty. Even if these forty acres should 
becomo forfeit, its adjacency to the 
ten acres, which tho farmer holds 
would immensely Increase the value of 
his land. This plan would also mean 
that the agricultural land on tho Island 
would be cleared much more rapidly, 
opening It up for settlement. The in- 
vestment .Mr. Nightingale believes 
would amply repay tho government. 




/lerchants Anticipate Frenzied 
Summer — Railway Work 
Proceeding Apace

. Prince Rupert is busier now than It 
ever was, according to V. li. Casey, a 
surveyor who has been identified with 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway com- 
pany for- two and a half years. He ar- 
rived from the north yesterday. He 
says that not only are things humming 
there at present but the prospects are 
'that the forthcoming season will see 
the new Pacific coast transcontinental 
railway terminus a veritable hive of 
activity. 

The preliminary work In connection 
With the establishment of what is ex- 
pected to bo one of the largest com- 
mercial centres of the coast, Mr. Casey 
says, is well underway. The townsite 
of Kalen Island Is assuming some kind 
of -shape. Hitherto it has, been impos- 
sible for the casual visitor to under- 
stand how the company proposed con- 
verting that site into the beautiful 
city, the plans of which have been pre- 
pared and admired everywhere. Now 
they can obtain some idea of what the 
town is going to look like when the 
workmen arc llnished with the hercu- 
lean task that has been initiated. Mr. 
Casey states that the streets aro be- 
ing planked,' that the sewerage system 
has been commenced, and that the 
place .is- rapidly beginning; to- assume 
ffla appearance of tho modern ^up-to- 
date city -that -has. ..been so carefully 
designed. 

A Grand Harbor 

There is one point about tho new 
townsite with which Mr. Casey !s par- 
ticularly Impressed, and that is its 
harbor. For more than a year lie was 
working on its survej and he has come 
to the conclusion that it is about the 
finest land-locked body of water that 
can be found anywhere in the world. 
Ho is convinced that it would be Im- 
possible to And, any spot so spacious, 
so well calculated for the convenient 
handling of large amounts' of shipping, 
and withal so remarkably easy of ac- 
cess. This, in Mr. Casey's opinion, is 
the great point in favor of the situa- 
tion that has been selected by the (i 
T. P. for their coast terminus. 

Mr. Casey thinks that the majority 
of people have a wrong idea of tho j 
city in embryo. They believe that It is 
going to be built on a bog. That Is not | 
30, asserts .Mr. Casey. He says that I 
the topographical featurh of Kaieji 
Island are much similar to those . at 
Seattle, it is made up 01 hills, and | 
valleys. Tho latter aro not steep. The 
valleys, he admits, are "a little lilt 
damp." Hut they are, he avers, nut 
hogs by any means. He does not think 
that tho railway ofllcials could have 
hit upon a point for a terminus on the 
coast better fitted fur the .establish- 
ment of another m»* ••opolis. 

Dlgby Island 

At present Mr. Casey says gangs of 
men are employed on Dlgby Island. 
Here there are some fifteen hundred 
or more acres, which property be- 
longed tn the Indians before tho his- 
toric deal was entered into with them 
as a result of which the railway ob- 
tained possession of three-quarters of 
It Tills land is going to bo divided 
into twenty-acre plots and .Mr. Casey 
is of the opinion, although he wishes 
it understood that he is not making 
the statement authoritatively, that it 
is to be utilized fur bona fide settlers 
intending to enter upon agricultural 
pursuits. 

The work of railway construction is 
proceeding apace. When Mr. Casey left 
tho north the grading had been cum- 
j pleted fur over one hundred miles ln- 
I land. He meant by this that prnc- 
I tically ull that had to be done had been 
finished, although there remained a 
few spots where the cutting was espe- 
cially heavy, that had to lie dealt with. 
That, however, would soon he disposed 
of as the working force was constant- 
ly being augmented. 

While at Prince Rupert, Mr. Casey 
says, there were from thirty to fifty 
nun arriving by every incoming 
steamer to take up employment with 
the railway company. 

What with the Grand Trunk em- 
ployees, the speculators, and those who 
will go Into tho interior to prospect 
along the route of the new line, Mr. 
Casey affirms that Prince Rupert's 
business men are looking forward to 
a frenzied summer. They anticipate 
a boom of no small proportions anil, 
accordingly, are making all necessary 
preparations that they may be able to 
cope with the situation. 



Dominion Teachors' Association. 

Tho complete programme for the 
approaching visit of the Dominion 
Teachers' association will be complet- 
ed next week. A number of changes 
are contemulated In the provisional 
programme drafted early In February. 
At that time tho delegates from sev- 
eral of the provinces had not been 
named so that there were necessarily 
many names omitted from the pro- 
gramme, in all nearly a thousand 
delegates are expected amongst them 
the leading educationalists of Canada 
with a numbei of distinguished meiu- 
bers of the teaching profession from 
the United States. 

Report Was Incorrect. 

Capt. Elliston, of the permanent 
force, who returned yesterday from 
Vancouver states that the report to tho 
effect that the finance committee of 
the Vancouver council had turned 
down the suggestion of Mayor Doug- 
las that $1000 wherewith to entertain 
the visiting- Japanese training squad- 
ron be granted the militia officers for 
entertainment and parade expenses, is 
incorrect. What aetuahy occurred was 
the finance committee felt that It 
could not, on Its own responsibility, 
grant the money and the matter was 
referred to tho council as a whole to 
decide whether the money should bo 
voted. 




Presbyterian Synod Has 'No 
Word Regarding Their Pro- 
test Against Betting 



No reply has been received by tho 
special committee appointed by tho 
Presbyterian synod to endeavor to 
bring about the disallowance of pro- 
fessional betting on horse races in 
Canada, from the Dominion govern- 
ment to a telegram forwarded a couple 
of days ago. It wtfs hoped that some 
word would be forthcoming from the 
authorities before the adjournment of 
the conference. While unexpected de- 
lay has occurred those who have been 
entrusted with the work still hope 
that Sir Wilfrid Laurlcr and his col- 
leagues will favorably consider title ex- 
pression of opinion of the Presbyterian 
church of British Columbia and see 
tholr way clear to introduce tho re- 
quired legislation. 

As yet the committee selected to in- 
terview the attorney-general of this 
province with reference to the prose- 
cution of cases of Sabbath desecration 
under the Lord's Day Act havn't been 
able to see that official. Hon. F. .1. 
Fulton, who has been acting In that 
capacity since the departure of Hon. 
W. J. Bowser for tho East, lias been 
visiting the mainland. While such a 
conference was thus rendered Impos- 
sible it is trusted that ho will return 
In time to allow the committee mem- 
bers to take up the question with him. 
And It Is hoped that tho outcome of 
the interview will bo the enforcement 
In British Columbia of the terms of 
the enactment passed by the Domin- 
ion some years ago.

Rev. J. M. Miller, B.D., of Nanaimo, 
ex-moderator of the British Columbia 
Presbyterian Synod, received a unani- 
mous call from the Presbyterian church 
of Strathconn, Alia., last Friday.

Mrs. Frederick Carne. 

"Whatsoever thy hand flndeth to do, 
do it with thy might," might have been 
the motto of the lady who, very kindly 
spent a morning hour In tolling the 
story of her life to the writer. 

For all her .seventy-six years, Mrs. 
Frederick Carno of the Angel hotel, 
still manages the business of ono of 
the oldest houses of entertainment in 
the city, and passes from, room to room 
with un activity which many a younger 
woman might envy. 

Mrs. Carne, whose maiden name was 
Harlot Richards, was horn at Rddeuth, 
Cornwall, England, in 1833. She was 
the eldest child and when the second 
came her grandmother took her to her 
home, a mining village on the banks of 
the Tamar in Devonshire. When the 
time came Cor her return the grand- 
mother felt that she could not part 
with her and the little one remained 
to take the place of the children who 
had gone from the home to do the 
world's work. Both Mrs. Curno'H 
father and grandfather were miners, 
occupying the position of foremen. 
Like so many people in that part of 
England, the families were Methodists, 
and Mrs. Game's earliest recollections 
are of accompanying Iter elder.-; to (he 
chapel a mile and a half distant. The 
old people had many stories to tell of 
the early Methodist preachers and 
their holy lives. Mrs. Carne came out 
to America In the early fifties. Mere 
she. married and with her husband 
went to live at Lake Superior. News 
of the gold discoveries in California 
reached the voting Englishman and his 



Carne, took his llrst lessons from Mr. 
1 Barr. Mrs. Carne then lived In a house 
. on Fort street, near Mrs. Ella, and, In 
, what litis since been known as the old 
Fell place, on View street her fellow 
passengers, Mr. and Mrs. Smith, made 
I their home. Mrs. Carne's life In Vlo- 
i torla was a happy and prosperous one. 
A house was soon built on North 
Park street, where the family lived 
till about 1879. The only regret Mrs. 
I Carne had was that her husband was 
I obliged to work alone during the long 
sum 1 • season and when an oppor- 
tunity ,»rus«nted itself to put an end 
I to tliis way of living it was eagerly 
embraced. 

I Charles Morton, the proprietor of 

I the Angel. hotel, on Bastion square, was 
about to leave the city and wanted to 
dispose of the property. Mrs. Carne 
believed that It was possible to conduct 

'a hotel without a bar. She and her 
husband were in tho prime of life. 13y 

I her advice and in spite of the warn- 
ings of many friends, the place was 
bought. By Industry and economy 
success was gained. More than once 
strong Inducements were offered to the 
new proprietress to open a bar in their 
hotel, but to Oils Mrs. Carne refused 
her consent and her husband acqui- 
esced in her judgment. 

"No one ever presented a bill that 
we wore not able to pay," the hostess 
declares witli pardonable pride. A 
brick block has been added to the 
original wooden building which still 
stands, a model of homely comfort. 

After coming to Victoria three 
daughters were born. One of them

French Runner Demonstrates 
That He Is' Peer of Profes- 
sion In Great Race 



New Yorlc, May 8.— In a gruelling 
race in the course of which runner 
after runner collapsed only to stumplo 
bn again with almost superhuman ef- 
fort to the end, Henry St. Ives, the 
Stocky little French Marathon runner, 
■who jumped into fame n rr.onth ago by 
defeating such runncra as JUorando, 
Hayes, Shrubb ami Longboat in the 
first great professional outdoor Mara- 
thon derby held in New York, today 
took the measure of twelve sturdy 
competitors in an international Mara- 
thon held at the Polo grounds and 
romped home a winner by a handsome 
margin of live laps, or live-sixths of 
11 mile. 

John Svanberg, carrying the blue 
find yellow of Sweden, finished second 
eiftcr one of the pluckiest uphill fights 
ever witnessed on the running track, 
and Ted Crook, an unknown runner 
from England, staggered over the tape 
in third place. The mighty Dorando, 
considered a likely winner before tho 
start of the race, finished no better 
than sixth, his many halts In the latter 
jrnrt of the race, proving too great 
si handicap for him to overcome at tho 
<;nd. The fourth and fifth men, Fred 
Simpson, tiio Indian, and Fred Apple- 
•ny, the English entry, plodded their 
ipatient way to the end, as did Eduard 
C. Ibot, the French six day export, 
running second to St. Ives for fifteen 
miles, found the pace too much for him 
and gavo up in the twenty-fifth mile 
when all hope of qualifying for tho 
purse money had been lost. Of tho 
other contestants Tom Morrisey of 
Yonkera only recently turned profes- 
sional running under American col- 
ors, collapsed utterly in the sixteenth 
3ii ile and had to be carried from tho 
field. But Pat White and Matt Ma- 



loncy, running for Ireland; Louis Or- 
phec, running for France, and Felix 
Caravajal. running for Cuba, plodded 
on doggedly to the end. 

St. Ives' timo was 2:44:05 .almost 
four minutes slower than the mark 
set-by him in tho Marathon derby of 
a month ago.

With the specific object of obtaining 
land in British Columbia, which the 
Salvation Army will colonize with im- 
migrants from Great Britain, Commis- 
sioner Coombs, head or the philan- 
thropic organization in Canada, is now 
on a trip through tin; province Hi; 
arrived In Victoria yesterday and after 
today addressing three meetings and 
preaching} in the Metropolitan church, 
visiting among other places Prince 
Rupert, the Skecna" river district, Alas- 
ka; and Dawson, Yukon territory. 
Commissioner Coombs' individuality 
1 1 is of a magnetic character. His utter- 
1 ances are deeply weighed and forcible, 
j lie is a keen reader of character. Built 
on' small, but sturdy lines, his dark 
eyes possess an impelling force, deep 
set in his bearded face, which bears 
the marks that experience as well as 
age ' records. He Is middle-aged, and 
I during his manhood his life has been 
one long working day, for on any holi- 
days he may have he is still studying 
the needs of mankind, and evolving 
schemes for their benefit. 

Of Ills mission to. British Columbiu, 
beyond the brief statement that he 
had looked Uirpugh several districts 
with a \"i'e\Y: jo< scouring lands for col- 
onization 'purposes 'the:- Commissioner 
w'o.uld -not . sp| ; ak..''.The- Avhiy, ho said, 
had also' colonization- 7 purposes in the 
prairie provinces, and plans for bring- 
ing in Immigrants to the older pro- 
vinces. Tlie How of population soon 
„ expected to" start towards Prince Ru- 
H pert is what is bringing the commis- 
=^ aloner there. "The Salvation Army 
always follows the people," he says. 
"We are of the people and for the peo- 
ple." 

Plans For Summer. 

Asked as to tin; immigration plans 
for the coming summer, Commissioner 
Coombs said: "They ai»e regulated by 
the needs of the Salvation Army, as 
the organization has not only the abil- 
ity to select the different kinds of peo- 
ple for tile different countries, but we 
also can control the volume. We have 
realized that there are no openings in 
Canada for mechanics, and all our 
energies are devoted to bringing in 
people to the land. It is no part of 
our propaganda to meet a difficulty 
In one part of the world by creating 
one in another. Consequently j we 
watch the conditions of the labor mar- 
ket and act accordingly. So far this 
year the applications which have 
reached us for laborers on farms haVe 
been in excess of the number of Im- 
migrants whom we have brought in, 
or are likely to bring in. 

"If the harvest this year is a reason- 
ably good one,' 1910 will see a remark- 
able increase in population by means 
of Immigration. I also notice a distinct 
improvements in the quality of the im- 
migrants coming to Canada. As far as 
regards . tho people we are bringing in. 
It is especially gratifying to us to note 
that the quality is being maintained, 
and if possible improved. When re- 
presentatives from other countries 
want peojde, and they see the sort go- 
ing into Canada, they put forth all 
their efforts to secure a share." 

Talking of the west, Commissioner 
Coombs said: "One cannot come west 
without being Impressed with the 
optimism displayed everywhere, and 
tho further west yon go the more pro- 
nounced it becomes. I never visit these 
parts without being amazed at the ad- 
vances and improvements which take 
place in a few months' time. It is Im- 
possible to 'believe this without seeing 
it. These advances are characteristic 
of the whole Paclilc coast. One cannot 
help but feel that Canada without 
doubt is destined to be a mighty na- 
tion, and it is the duty of the Salva- 
tion Army and all other like-minded 
people to make the country as good as 
It possibly can be. 

Many Immigrants. 
"This year wo calculate to bring in 
about S,000 immigrants. Some of these 
will locate on the farms, while others 
will be employed in domestic service. 

"My visit to the north Is because, as 
the country advances and develops we 
must develop. We are interested in 
colonizing different tracts of the coun- 
try, and we may do something in Brit- 
ish Columbia. We want to make it 
possible for men with small capital, 
but able-bodied and healthy, to get a 
stake In the Dominion, and so help 
to build up a healthy rural population 
which after all Is the backbone of a 
country." 

Last night Commissioner Coombs 
addressed a large gathering of Salva- 
tionists in the Cltidal, on Broad street. 
He chose as his text "Yield yourselves 
to God." Airs. Major Morris, of Van- 
couver, acted as soloist. This after- 
noon at :t p.m. and again at 7 p.m. the 
commissioner will address public meet- 
ings in the New Grand theatre. In the 
morning he will preach at the Metro- 
politan church, Hi! will leave Victoria 
for the north early this week. 
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LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS 

Council Will Pass Upon Important 
Street Work Tomorrow 
Night 

At tomorrow night's meeting of the 
city council some important local im- 
provement works will be passed upon. 
Pendergast street from Vancouver 
street tu Cook street will be graded, 
macadamized and drained and per- 
manent sidewalks of concrete will bo 
laid on both sides of the thorough- 
.fare. The owners will contribute 
four-fifths of the cost, tho city one- 
lll'th. Pembroke street between Fern- 
wood road ami Mount Tolmlo road will 
be graded and macadamized to its full 
width and to its proper grade between 
Haughton street and Shakespeare 
street and permanent sidewalks laid 
on both sides, the work to be done as 
a whole and assessed equally against 
all owners benefited, the sidewalks 
only to be charged against the owners 
Where tho same lias not been com- 
pleted. Permanent walks will also be 
laid .on the east side of Quadra Htreot 
in front of lot 1, block 0, the owners 
benefiting, to pay four-iifths of tho 
cost. 

The necessary sanction for expropri- 
ation of the lot owned by. Rev. AV. Les- 
lie Clay to bo used in the extension of 
Burdette avenue easterly to Linden 
avenue will bo given and later per- 
manent walks will be laid on both 
sides of the street from Cook street to 
Linden avenue.

The once groat forests 
of the United States arro gradually being depicted 
and at present it Is almost impossible for the Ameri- 
can mills to secure suillcient material for the opera- 
tion of their plant. InTSOS almost one million cords 
of wood was imported toy the American mills from 
Canada in addition to 47,693,7-10 worth of Wood Pulp. 
One ton of news paper requires approximately one 
cord and a half of fotir--foof wood.

Australia, $2,129,449; British South Africa, New Zea- 
land, Cape of Good Hope, Canary Islands, Philippines 
and Egypt, $2,230,527.

PENNSYLVANIA SOLD 

TO PACIFIC MAIL 



Will Replace The Wrecked 
Steamer Indiana In Central 
American Service 



Tlie steamer Pennsylvania was yes- 
terday sold to the Pacillc Mall Steam- 
ship company, of San Francisco, by the 
Alaska Steamship company, o£ Seattle. 
The Pennsylvania is to replace her sis- 
ter steamer, the Indiana, which was 
wrecked at Point Tosca, near the en- 
trance to Magdalona bay, April 2. 

With the sale of the Pennsylvania 
comes the announcement that the 
Alaska Steamship company intends to 
dispose or: its lleet and, as vapidly as 
possible, to succeed, them with large, 
new steamers for the Southwestern 
Alaska trade. Before the end of tho 
year it is planned to let the contract 
for two, and possibly three, vessels to 
run from Seattle to connect with the 
Copper River & Northwestern railroad. 

That the Pennsylvania was under 
consideration has been known for sev- 
eral days. William Chlsholm, superin- 
tending engineer for the Pacific Mail, 
lias been here all the week and as 
soon as the Pennsylvania arrived from 
Port Graham and Valdez, at noon last 
Monday, she was inspected by Mr. 
Chlsholm. That afternoon the steamer 
went to Quartermaster harbor to enter 
the Heffernan dry dock, where she was 
subjected to a thorough examination. 
Mr. Chlsholm's reports are understood 
to have been flattering as to the 
steamer's condition, and no time was 
lost in completing the negotiations. 

As soon as tho terms were agreed to 
yesterday the Pennsylvania was turned 
over to the representative of the pur- 
chasers. It is understood that she will 
leave for San Francisco within a short 
time to begin service between that port 
port and the coast of Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. 

What price was paid for the steamer 
is not made public. President Charles 
E. Peabody, of the Alaska Steamship 
Company stated that she could not bo 
bought for $300,000. The Pennsylvania 
is said to be in line condition. While 
a comparatively old vessel she lias 
been well kept, and only last year the 
sum of $SO,000 was spent in installing 
a new battery of boilers. 

President Peabody said: "With the 
Pennsylvania gone, we have enough 
left in our fleet for our immediate use. 
Tho two, possibly three, modern steel 
vessels, which we have in mind, we 
hope to have ready for service in the 
spring of mil." 

Plans for tho new vessels contem- 
plate steamers with double bottoms, 
twin screws, and with a speed of eigh- 
teen knots an hour, They will in all 
probability he constructed at some) 
yard on the Atlantic coast, and will! 
cost between SCOO.000 and $700,000 
each. It is expected to award the con- I 
tracts before the find of the present | 
year. 

Dimensions of Naw Liners 

These vessels will measure 350 feet 
over all, with a beam of forty-five feet | 
and a mean draft of eighteen feet, i 
loaded. They will be coal burners, and 
although they will be capable of eigh- 
teen knots, their operating speed will 
bo fifteen knots, which will insure 
economy. Tho steamers will have ac- 
commodations for 300 first-class and 
the same number of steerage passen- 
gers, and 1,500 tons of freight. 

The Pennsylvania is an Iron steam- 
er, built in 1S72 at the Philadelphia 
yards of W. Cramp & Sons. She reg- 
isters 3,3 n tons gross and 2.507 tons 
not. Her dimensions are: Length, 343 
feet; b< am, 43 feet, and depth, ' 24.9 
feet. She is the last of four sister 
vessels built at the same time for the 
Atlantic passenger service. The Illi- 
nois was lost in the Atlantic some 
years ago. The Indiana met h<;r doom 
in Southern waters a month ago. and 
the Ohio is operating on the South- 
western Alaskan run for the Alaska 
Steamship company. 

These four sister ships were built 
for the American line, originally the 
Keystone line. For years they "were 
crack vessels, operating between 
Philadelphia and Liverpool. They wero 
then the pride of tho American mer- 
chant marine. Kept in tho best of 
condition, ruled with man-of-war dis- 
cipline, and making smart voyages of 
twelve or thirteen days across tho 
Atlantic, they operated with great suc- 
cess for many years. In those days 
steam power was augmented by tho 
use of sails. The four liners were brig 
rigged, carrying courses, single, top- 
sails, single top-gallants and royals on 
each mast. That ilii'6 c of them saw

LAWYER ISLAND LIGHT 

IS BEING CHANGED 

Will Be Placed On New Tower On 
Highest Point of Island— Now 
Engineer Appointed 



A new lighthouse will be built on 
the highest point on Lawyer island. 
This will add to the visibility of tlie 
light as the present structure is much 
lower than it should be. The same 
lantern will be used. 

Tlie present lighthouse on Lawyer 
Island Is built on a low-lying point of 
land. It is a lixed white light elevated 
lifty-flve feet above high water and 
visible thirteen miles in clear weath- 
er. The Lawyer group covers an area 
of about a square mile find lies off the 
north fork of the Skeena. 

H. Killen has been appointed resi- 
dent engineer for tlie department of 
marine and fisheries in this city. He 
will In' given charge of the work of 
preparing plans and specifications for 
the buoy and lighthouse work in this 
district. 

It is said that the department will 
establish a. sub-depot at Prince. Rupert 
to be in charge of the work In north- 
ern waters at an early date. The 
lighthouse tender Newlngton may lie 
kept witli the derrick seow recently 
towed by this vessel to the station at 
the northern port. 



Negotiations are now being conduct- 
ed between tho directors or tho West- 
ern Seamboat company and tho owners 
of the steamer Rothsay, of Vancouver, 
with a view to purchasing that vessel 
to replace the Ramona, which aank 
uprlver a few days ago. The price un- 
der consideration is not made public. 
The Rothsay has accommodation for 
about 400 passengers and 150 tons o£ 
freight. 



NEW STEAMSHIP 
LINE PROGRESSING 



Proposed Service Is To Be Un- 
der Control of Board Com- 
munications At Peking 



Another stop has been taken iij the 
progress toward the establishment of 
a national Chinese steamship company 
which is in its infancy to operate on 
the Chinese coast and rivers and later 
to enter into the struggle for the 
carrying trade of the Pacific. Tlie an- 
nouncement comes from Pekln that tlie 
energetic Cantonese who have bi 
organizing the scheme have succeeded 
in getting the Pekln government to 
tako over tlie arrangements. An Im- 
perial edict was issued a few days ago 
placing the Chinese Merchants' Navi- 
gation company, as tho service Is to b 
known, under control of the board of 
communications. The organization of 
the system will be carried out on simi- 
lar lines to the Nippon Yusen Kaisha 
and other Japanese subsidized steam- 
ship lines, which are partially under 
government control. It is proposed to 
have tho service planned by the Chinese 
subsidized and operated under similar 
arrangements to the Japanese lines. 

The competition of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, heavily subsidized by 
tho Japanese government, lias already 
been a great factor In the .competition 
for the transpacific trade, and with the 
coming of the new Osaka- Shose.u 
Kaisha line, to be commenced next 
month, probably another to follow it 
under the flag, of the Mitsui company 
and tho Chinese national line now be 
ing worked up. Oriental competition 
looms large in the Pacific. 



RATE 



WAR IS 
FAR FROM SETTLED 



Joshua Green Says tho Fight May Be 
Renewed and May Continue 
Throughout the Summer 



That the rates and schedules at 
present in force on the Victoria run, 
■m v> ;ch a strenuous rate war has 
been waged for more than a year, are 
only temporary, Is the statement of 
Joshua Green, president of tho Inter- 
national Steamship company, which 
has been at outs with the Canadian 
Pacific, says the Seattle Post-Intelli- 
gencer. 

Mr. Green returned from St. Paul 
yesterday, where he went to attend a 
conference of steamship and railroad 
men in an effort to bring the contend- 
ing factions together. Capt. J. W. 
Troup, represented the Canadian Pa- 
»Ylflc, and he passed through Seattle on 
his way to Victoria yesterday. 

"The present arrangement is only 
temporary," said Mr. Green yesterday, 
"and does not signify that the con- 
troversy has ended. Rates may go 
down agani. There is absolutely no 
arrangement or agreement between 
the two companies for ending the dif- 
ferences. At the present time an ef- 
fort Is being made to arrange a satis- 
factory schedule and rates for the 
summer. However, for ten or fifteen 
days nothing definite will be known. 
It is quite possible that the rate war 
will continue uil summer." 

Last Wednesday, buth companies 
raised rates from 25 cents eacli way, 
50 cents return, on the Victoria route. 
Mr. Green states that tills action was 
arbitrary on the part of both com- 
panies. The International is now 
charging SI. ^5 one way, or $2 return, 
while the Canadian Pacific's present 
rate is $- and $3.00, respectively. 

That certain railroads had taken a 
hand in the controversy was recently 
reported from an<£jauthentlo source, 
Mr. Green admitted tills to be true, 
and added that If an agreement is 
reached it will he satisfactory to the 
railroads operating on this Coast as 
well as to the steamship lines. 

Mr. Green denied with emphasis that 
tho steamers Chippewa and Iroquois, 
owned by his company, have been of- 
fered for sale to tho Canadian Pacillc. 

KATANGA WILL BE 

PAINTED AT ESQUIIY1ALT 

The contract for cleaning and paint- 
ing tlie steamer Katanga, of the Weir 
line, which is due from Katanga, has 
been awarded to the Victoria Machin- 
ery depot, and the steamer will be 
docked on arrival at Esquimalt to al- 
low of the work being done. A report 
was current yesterday that the steam- 
er might be taken to the Sound, but 
this seems to have been circulated ow- 
ing to a misunderstanding. The Ka- 
tanga is on her way from Mazatlan, 
which port she left on April 24th. She 
took a cargo of coal to the Mexican 
port. 



MORE LIGHT ON 

SMUGGLED OPIUiV 



Further particulars regarding the 
strange fraud recently perpetrated by 
the changing of the shipment of opium 
on the steamer Aymeric, are given by 
the Hongkong Daily Press received 
yesterday. The Hongkong paper says: 
"It appears that -tho consignment, 
which was marked 'K. M. H. Macae,' 
was sent from Hongkong to Vancou- 
ver some time ago, but it was refused 
admission into Canada and was stored 
in a bonded warehouse whence it was 
to he reshlpped back to Hongkong, 
Prior to Its reaching Hongkong it had 
been to Japanese ports and Manila. 
Naturally, it was expected the royalty 
would have been paid on the consign- 
ment on returning to Hongkong, but 
tho Opium Farmer learned through an 
Informer that the contents were mere- 
ly a decoction of opium. Examination 
confirmed this, the alleged opium being 
nothing more than treacle and opium 
water. The genuine opium had ap- 
parently been taken out of the boxes 
and found its way into Canada and 
the concoction put in its place and sent 
back to Hongkong. Whore and by 
whom the fraud was committed is not 
known, but whoever carried it out did 
so very cleverly. Now tho steamboat 
agents are trying to find an owner for 
the consignment but nobody seems to 
care to claim it. The opium authorities 
will probably ask for Its forefelturo 
and destruction."

Fire Chief Davis Insists On 
Theatres Complying With 
Laws 



That tho various civic enactments, 
the enforcement of which Is encumb- 
ent upon the lire chief, will be en- 
forced to the letter Is the determina- 
tion of Fire Chief Davis, who for the 
past week has been making the rounds 
of the city and ascertaining" In Just 
what particulars tho laws are being 
observed. 

Armed with the various city bylaws 
in order that if his authority was 
questioned the enactments could be 
shown, Chief Davis visited some of the 
theatres last evening. At the Empress 
theatre he discovered that the law 
^regulating the keeping clear the isles 
was being fragrantly violated. Chief 
Davis accordingly ordered the isles at 
the rear to be cleared and stopped the 
sale of tickets until there was .seating 
room for any who desired to come In. 
In his opinion a theatre of the class of 
tho Empress should give, say three 
shows .'.lightly and only allow enough 
patrons to enter to fill the seating ca- 
pacity. 

At the Grand theatre the chain 
which has hitherto been stretched 
across the doorways in order to .pre- 
vent people crowding in while tlio.se' 
Inside are coming out attracted the at- 
tention of the new chief, who ordered 
Its removal on the ground that in case 
of a panic or an attempt to empty the 
theatre rapidly the chain would prove 
a serious menace anil would inevitably 
trip up those hurrying into the street. 

Yesterday afternoon the Royal Jubi- 
lee hospital and St. Joseph's hospital' 
as well as tlie Home for Aged and In- 
firm Women were inspected, and some 
recommendations will he made by 
Chief Davis relative to better fire pro- 
tection, though tho three institutions 
wero found to he in good shape'in that 
regard. 

Next week tlie wholesale section will 
be inspected and then tho hotels will 
come In for attention. Special atten- 
tion will bo paid to; the matter of, fire 
escapes and tlie law relating thereto 
will be rigidly enforced. 

"I am held responsible by tho city 
for the proper enforcement of the laws 
framed for tlie adequate protection of 
property and lives and I don't propose 
to be rapped over tho knuckles either 
by the council or tho public because of 
permitting the non-observance or 
those laws," declared Chief Davis last 
night

BY-LAW TO RAISE THE SUM OP 
$30,000 POR WATER WORKS 
PURPOSES. 



WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of 
the Corporation of the District of Oak 
Bay determined to construct certain 
works for tho supplying and distribut- 
ing of water to tho inhabitants of the 
Municipality of the District of Oak Bay, 
namely, "jy laying water pipes within 
the Municipality for the distribution and 
supplying of water: 

AND WHEREAS, it is Intended to 
borrow the sum of $30,000 for the ob- 
ject of constructing the works hereinbe- 
fore mentioned; 

AND WHEREAS, the estimated 
amount of water charges enforceable 
under the provisions of the "Water 
Charges By-Law, 1909," chargeable for 
tho year 1909 is $1,650.00; 

AND WHEREAS, the amount of 
money already charged upon the said 
water charges Is $150.00, 

AND WHEREAS, the said debt is cre- 
ated on tho security of the said water 




AND WHEREAS, the estimated de- 
ficiency in the said water charges re- 
quired to make up the amount of the 
annual interest and sinking fund upon 
the proposed debt of $30,000 is $1)30. 00; 

THEREFORE, the Municipal Council 
of the Corporation of the District of 
Oak Bay enacts as follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for tho Reeve 
of the Corporation of the District of 
Oak Bay to borrow on the security of

2. It shall be lawful for the said 
Reeve to caus-i any number of deben- 
tures to bo made, executed and issued 
for such sums as may 3e required, not 
exceeding, 'lowovcr, tho sum of thirty 
thousand d.-'lurs ($30,000) each of the 
said debentures being of the amount of 
livo hundred dollars ($500) and all such 
debentures shall be sealed with tho seal 
of the said corporation and signed by 
tho Iteove thereof. 

3. Tho said debentures shall bear date 
of the 1st day of July, 1909, and shall 
bo made payable In thirty years from 
the said date at any of the following 
places, namely: At the Bank of British 
North America In the City Of Victoria; 
at tho Bank of British North America 
in the City of Toronto; at the Bank 'of 
British North America In tun City of 
Montreal; or In the City of New Tork 
in the United States of America, and 
shall have attached to them coupons for 
the payment of interest: and tho signa- 
ture to the interest coupons may be 
either written, stamped, printed- or lith- 
ographed. 

4. Tho said debentures snail bear In- 
terest at tho rate of live per centum 
per annum from the date thereof, which 
interest shall be payable half yearly at 
such of the places mentioned in para- 
graph 3 hereof as may be expressed In 
the debentures or coupons; 

5. It shall be lawful for the Reeve 
of the said corporation to dispose of the 
said debentures at a rate below

1 
upon the same) in order to " make up 
the amount of the annual Interest and 
sinking fund upon the said debt such 
deficiency shall bo ascertained and paid 
out of the annual general revenue of the 
corporation. 

8. That the Corporation of the Dis- 
trict of Oak Bay dj guarantee the 
payment of the principal moneys and 
Interest thereon to be raised under the 
authority of this by-law and the Coun- 
cil sn as In no way to Interfere with 
or prejudice the setting aside annually 
of the sums hereinbefore mentioned out 
of the charges Imposed under the said 
"Water Charges By-Law, 1909," will 
In case a sum sufficient to provide for 
the said Interest and sinking fund Is not 
realized in each year out or the said 
water charges after the payment of the 
sum of money already charged virion the 
same, pay such deficit (if any) out of 
the current year's revenue to any person 
or corporation from whom they may 
borrow the mnnov r.jon the security of 
the debentures hereby authorized or to 
the several respective holders of the 
said debentures; 

9. This by-law shall, before 111" final 
passing thereof, receive the assent of 
the electors of the said corporation In 
tln> manner provided for In the "Mu- 
nicipal Clauses Act," and shall take ef- 
fect on the day after the final passing 
thereof . 

in. Thin by-law may be cited as the 
"Water Works Loan By-Law, 1!)09."

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A TRIP TO THE CHEACAMUS 

(By Richard L. Pocock.) 

They were talking the other day at the 
Anglers' Club about the one subject, and, af- 
ter a few good stories of obstacles overcome 
and fish foxiness circumvented, someone re- 
marked what an extraordinary thing it is the 
anion. .t of hardship and discomfort a man. 
who has the fish-fever bad, will put up with 
for the sake of killing a few fish ; which re- 
minded me of a trip 1 once took with an old 
friend, a genial Irishman, with the fish fever 
chronic from birth, one of the best and most 
unselfish sportsmen it was ever my good for- 
tune to meet and fish with. 

Anyone who may chance to read this sim- 
ple, truthful, narrative, who knows the Chea- 
camus River (spelt on some maps Shcark- 
mishe), a tributary of the Squamish which 
empties into the head of Howe Sound, knows 
that it is a river celebrated for large trout of 
several species, Dolly Vardcn, Rainbow (so- 
called locally, whether rightly so or not I am 
not quite sure) and sea-trout, not to mention 
that it is a fine salmon river. lie will also 
know, however, that it is a river, the habits 
and peculiarities of which the angler must 
know and allow for, if he wishes to make good 
catches of these same fat fellows. As a matter 
of fact, it is a river in which the season, or ra- 
ther seasons for good fishing are short, but, if 
known and taken advantage of. very sweet to 
the enthusiastic angler. 

When the angling season opens, the water 
is usually too high and discolored by the rains 
to be in shape for fishing, but catch it when it 
is clearing and before the hot summer weather 
begins and you can have the time of your life 
minnow-fishing for the giants of the trout tribe 
and the Dolly Vardcn char. 

When the' sun begins to get its work in, and 
the warmer weather is improving the fishing 
on many other waters, the glacial water be- 
gins to come down this river and make it 
about the color of milk, and it does not get in- 
to good shape again until past mid-summer, 
ami' then von have to make haste and set in 
your deadly work-, if it i- trout you arc after, 
before the 'humpbacks and dog salmon ami 
echoes run up. as. once the river is full of 
these, you may as well give up any idea of 
catching trout bv legitimate methods. 

It will thus be seen that there are practic- 
ally speaking two short seasons when fishing 
is good on the Cheacamus, one in the spring, 
when the river is clearing, after the winter 
rains, and the other about September when it 
is again clearing, after the flood of glacial wa- 
ter brought down bv the hot summer sun. 

Between whiles yon might catch fish, but 
the chances are against anything like big 
baskets. 

Xow my Irish friend, freshly arrived on the 
coast from the prairies, where for years he had 
to possess his impatient fisherman's sou! in 
patience as best he could, had formed one of a 
party to visit this river for the spring fish- 
ing, and had returned to Vancouver, where this 
deponent was tied down by business duties, 
with a large catch and a proportionately large 
stock of enthusiasm over the magnificent spor: 
he had enjoyed with all large fish. 

Being, as 1 said, the most unselfish ol 
sportsmen, his one thought and wish was that 
I. his friend, should also taste the pleasures of 
the magnificent sport be bad himself just sam- 
pled, and. seeing the beauties lie had brought 
back to town to back his stories, and hearing 
the account of the splendid battles they had 
put up. fired my enthusiasm until 1 was lit- 
erally itching to be "up and at 'em." 

During the summer we sampled several 
of the fishing resorts handy to Vancouver 
with varying success, but his thoughts were 
ever turning to the river of giant trout, and 
the red-letter days be had enjoyed thereon, 
and we had it all fixed up to take a few days' 
holiday towards the end of the sunmic and 
spend it together at the riverside. "The best- 
laid plans of mice and men gang aft agley." 
i Pardon, Brother Scot, it the quotation is not 
quite accurate. ) 

Business unexpectedly called him back' to 
the prairie count n sooner than lie had cal- 
culated, and we had either to call the trip off 
altogether or else make it a week- or two 
earlier than intended. W e shut our eyes to 
what we knew was the unpleasant truth— the 
river was not yet in fit condition for good fish 
ing— -and off we started on the good ship Brit- 
annia, Captain Jack Cates, master, for the head 
of llowr Sound and the mouth of the Squam- 
ish River. 

The keeper of the lore ai Squamish con- 
firmed our fears, the river was very high and 
discolored, and he was afraid we should not 
find it fishablc at the Cheacamus. Irishmen 
are obstinate, and we wi re both determined to 
see it through and never say die till we did. 
I forget exactly the distance between the 
mouth of the Squamish and the bridge over 
the Cheacamus on the wagon road, but it is a 
long tramp, and the sun was hot and the roads 
heavy with dust, and. dollars not being over 
plentiful, packs were taken on our backs, in- 
stead of a horse and rig being hired, and we 
set out to brave the sun and the dust and the 
flies on the road, in the hope of finding the 
stream in better shape for fishing than in our 
inmost minds we knew was possible. 

Packing on the back i, alright when you 
are used to it, but it takes a lot uf getting used 
to; in fact, few attain to ibis desideratum, I 
fancy, before death ; but we were after fish, and 
what will not a man do to get fish? We ar- 
rived these eventually, pretty well fagged out, 
to find the river much as we feared: we put 
in a night among mosquitoes as spiteful as 
any ever encountered; which settled all over 
one's face with a sarcastic "zizz," as much as 
to sa\ , "You silly sucker,-' you deserve to 



be stung." The groceries had got somehow 
mixed in the packs owing to the bursting of 
several packages when cinched up tight, and 
there was a distinct flavor of sulphur matches 
about the morning porridge; but, nothing 
daunted, we sallied forth with- the determin- 
ation of exasperation, and put in a long day 
with nothing to show for it. 

Almost we decided to give up and go home; 
but the Irishman war, determined, if possible, 
to show me that there were such fish in the 
river to be caught, as oft 1 had dreamed of, 
if only it were possible to make them see a 
bait. While I was frying the bacon for sup- 
per, he fossiked around and caught a grass- 
hopper, he then found a nice little eddy where 
a Dolly V'arden was at home, and in a few 
minutes that Dolly Vardcn for parts of it 
rather) was supplementing the bacon in the 
frying pan. 

Xow don't jump to the conclusion that 
hereafter we caught quantities of grasshoppers 
and w ith them quantities of fish. 1 admit we 
tried to. but the water was really too opaque, 
and only one more came to grass, so that we 
were reluctantly compelled to face the fact 
that the river was in such condition as to be 
practically unfishable and to resign ourselves 
to the inevitable. An early start on the home- 
ward journey was sheduled for the morning. 
The evening before we went for a stroll a mile 
or two upstream, myself without fishing- 
tackle, but the Hibernian enthusiast, dogged 
to the last, insisted on bringing a rod with 
him. "in ease." Getting tired of walking with- 
out an object, I suggested sitting down for a 
smoke, but he was speedily up again, and said 
he would go up a little further to try just once 
more, while 1 took it easy. lie came back in 
about half an hour with two small trout, 
caught in a little mountain creek which en- 
tered the river further' up along the trail. 
While he was away I had the pleasure of see- 
ing a fine black bear stroll out onto a sandbar 
to take the evening air. Of course, I had no 
gun. or should not have seen him! However, 
the two small trout provided us with a tasty 



breakfast before starting on the long pack 
home — fishlcss. 

■ We had worked hard — pig-headedly, of 
course— but if you never buck against fortune, 
fortune will never favor you, and there is a 
sequel to ..this . story. . Wc. made the return, 
journey down Howe. Sound in a row-boat, and 
having a day or two to spare, stopped at the 
mouth of every creek of any size on the way 
down, with the result that after all we ar- 
rived in town with a fine basket of fresh sil- 
very sea-trout. 

It has never been the good fortune of either 
of us to return to that river, but one of these 
days, if the god of fishermen so wills it, we 
are going up at the right season to have our re- 
venge. 

IN SEASON AND OUT OF SEASON 

In season and out of season, our game and 
fish need better protection, because in season 
and out of season they are suffering for the 
want of it; therefore in season and out of sea- 
son it is necessary to continually call attention 
to this matter, as it is one of importance to all 
residents, whether sportsmen or not, -and might 
well attract more notice than it docs from our 
leading business men. 

"Unorganized districts" is a convenient 
catchword to excuse flagrant infractions of 
the game laws, but it makes a poor excuse for 
such well-known resorts as Coldstream, Cow- 
ichan Bay and Sooke Harbor. 

The daily press has been reporting the 
spearing of stcclheads at the former place, 
which are. said to be there in g-eatcr numbers 
than usual this year. Spearing spawning fish, 
unclean and unseasonable ! .Sportsmanlike, is 
it not? And yet the report is, 1 believe, quite 
true. 



Several weeks after the shooting season 
was closed for everything, Indians were 
shooting ducks at Cowichan Bay, also netting 
salmon in the river. Last Sunday 1 was down 
at Sooke Harbor early in the morning, when 



shots were going off for an hour or so in 
every direction. This is no exaggeration. I 
wanted to come to the most charitable conclu- 
sion possible, and supposed the inhabitants 
were practicing at inanimate targets, but later 
in, the, day I mct.tw.o men. on the road. with 
shotgun and setters. I ventured to suggest 
that the shooting .season, was closed, when 
quick as a shot the answer came: "No; not for 
brant." 

Brant in Sooke Harbor on a hot, sunny 
day, with scarcely a breath of wind stirring! 
Ask anyone wdto knows anything about these 
birds and this COUOtrv if that is likely or pos- 
sible! 

This at a time when the cock-grouse arc 
hooting in the firs while their mates are nest- 
ing on the ground, and one setter can do more 
damage running wild in the woods than a 
dozen guns can do in the proper season. 

There arc lots of hooters in the trees, and 
the crow of the cock-pheasant was to be fre- 
quently heard in all the districts I have been 
in this spring; if game is scarcer than it was, 
it is no difficult matter to point to the real 
reasons; not so much the increasing number 
of guns out during the season, but the indis- 
putable fact that the game does not get fair 
play out of season. 

WEATHER AND HUMORS OF TROUT 

The handiest and most feasible excuse for 
a poor creel of trout is the weather. If trout 
do not sport on a day when wc go out con- 
fidently acknowledging that no conditions 
could possibly be more perfect, wc urge that 
a change is imminent, and that the fish antici- 
pate these things bettci than we do. If they do 
sport, and our excitement grows keener as our 
basket grows heavier, although when we start- 
ed, on a special day which we had looked for- 
ward to. appearances were unfriendly and 
even hostile, we credit ourselves with the de- 
crepit opinion that "one never knows." 

If the weather is settled for a week or two 
the experienced fisher can gauge his chances

ONVERT it into a gigantic steel air 
bubble and it will raise itself — such 
, is the new theory and practice of 
sav ing the ships that go upon the 
rocks or to the bottom of the sea. It 
is a comparatively new idea, but it 
has worked where every other means has 
failed. It was tried in 1005 on the great 11.000 
ton Bavarian, which went onto the rocks in 
the St. Lawrence River, and what the sal- 
vors could not do with an expenditure of 
Si.SO.ooo the gigantic air bubble was able to do. 
It was next tested on the 9,000-ton Mount 
Temple, and it was raised. Then it was tried 
on the English cruiser Gladiator and the 
American gunboat Yankee with equal success, 
although the Yankee went down again owing 
to a collision with one of the tugs towing 
her. Xow it is proposed to add the Republic 
to the list of converted air bubbles. In this 
case it is expected that electro-magnets will 
aid in the work. 

The air bubble method of salvage is per- 
haps the cheapest yet found The first tiling 
to be done is lor divers to go down and make 
the hold air-tight, leaving on 1 ,)- room for the 
water to get out. Then gigantic air pumps 
are set to work, pumps that are some million 
times larger than a bicycle pump. There arc 
waives just like there are in the bicycle tire, 
which will admit the air but will not allow 
it to escape. As the air is forced into the 
hold the water must get out. Through a series 
of trap doors the men who are accustomed to 
working under compressed air — corresponding 
to the "sandhogs" in sub-aqueous tunnels — get 
down into the hold and brace the ship in every 
conceivable way so that it can withstand the 
tremendous strain that is to be put upon it. 
If the job is not done right it will act just like 
a defective pneumatic tire. Hut if it is done 
right there will be no trouble. When all the 
water :' • forced out by the air that is pumped 
in. the ship will at once right herself, just 
as a hollow rubber ball will ri.-e to the top 
of tin- water, and the towing to a haven of 
refuge begins. 

It is a tenable strain on the new type of 
wrecker, lie knows not the moment a storm 
may blow up and find him down in the hold 
with a dozen trap-doors between him and the 
to]i of the water. There are telephones from 
the wrecking'- tugs to the interior, and a 
lookout is always stationed above watching for 
the possible storm. Hut even witli this precau- 
tion there is -till many a race with death to 
t he ti >p of the water. 

The first employment of the compressed 
air system of steamship raising was made 
many years ago. A small schooner had run on 
the rocks. After many efforts to get her off 
she was abandoned— or rather sold to an en- 
terprising adventurer. He bought a lot of em- 
pty coal-oil barrels and when the tide was low 
filled the hold with them, first having taken 
care to have each one closed at the bung. He 
shored them down well so that they could not 
shift, and when the tide next came along it 
lifted the schooner clear of the rocks. The 
ingenuity of this man netted him enough to 
bity a good farm. 

The next step in the direction of compress- 
ed air salvage as it is conducted today was 
the invention of the "camel." This is a large 



it 011 or steel barrel, often a hundred feet in 
length by as much as ten feet in diameter, 
Several of these "camels" arc fastened to the 
side of the vessel, at low tide, if it is on the 
rocks, or at any time, if it is below the surface. 
The water is t hen forced out of them, and their 
lilting power becomes equal to the difference 
between their weight and the weight of the 
water they displace, which is many tons. 

One of the most unusual cases of success- 
ful savage with compressed air happened in 
the case of the Gladiator, whicii was sunk in 
a collison with the American steamer St. Paul, 
The Gladiator is a rather antiquated British 
cruiser, but it was desirable to raise her. She 
had sunk in a way that made her lay on her 
side. The first problem was to right her. 
Heavy apparatus in the shape of steam winches 
and other equipment was set up in concrete 
beds on the shore, and after many a hawser 
had been parted they were finally successful 
in getting her on an even keel. Then came 
the work of the divers, the sandhogs, and the 
aii- pumps. It was not long before the tale was 
told, and the Gladiator, sadly disfigured, but 
still in the game, rose to the surface and was 
successfully towed into port. 

The St. Paul, which ran down the Gladia- 
tor, has not always gone scot-free. Some thir- 
teen years ago she was on the beach herself, 
off the New Jersey coast. The task of getting 
her afloat again was placed in the bauds of 
Capt. Israel .Merritt. of the great Mcrritl- 
Chapman firm. It is said that this was the 
last piece of work of which Capt. Merritt ever 
took personal charge. He has been one of 
tin most successful salvors the world has ever 
produced, and his ships sail man}- seas in their 
work of rescuing shipping. 

Oftentimes wreckers are put. to their wits 
end to solve the unexpected problems that 
arise. Some years ago the Milwaukee ran on- 
to the rocks off the English coast. It was soon 
found that to get the vessel off intact was out 
of the question. The forward part was so 
damaged as to lie practically worthless, so they 
built heavy bulkheads across the beam amid- 
ships, dynamited the forward part away and 
towed the after part safe to port where a new 
forward portion was built onto it. The same 
thing, almost, happened with the Sen vie, an- 
other large vessel. In its case both the stem 
and the stern parts were saved, and it was 
towed into port in halves, and there made over 
into as perfect a looking ship as if it had never 
met with an accident. 

One of the most peculiar accidents that 
ever befell a ship happened to the Austrel, in 
Sydney harbor some, years ago. She. was coal- 
ing, and the officers had neglected to close the. 
lower port holes. During the night she listed 
to starboard and sank in ten fathoms of water. 
A coffer dam was erected around her super- 
structure, divers closed the port holes which 
were left open, and big pumps, throwing a 
ton of water a second, were set to pumping 
the water out of the hold. The ship soon rose 
to the surface as an empty bottle tightly cork- 
ed will come to the top of the water. She 
was little the worse for the experience. 

Perhaps one of the most remarkable ex- 
amples of a ship commander making the best 
of the resources at hand was when the Esk 
collided with an iceberg. Seeing that unless 
he was able to lighten his ship ail hands 
would go 10 the bottom, he tied up to the 



berg, unloaded his cargo on it, and repaired 
the damaged hull. Then he transhipped his 
cargo back into the Esk and continued his 
journey. 

What constitutes the brightest chapter in 
all wrecking history was the success of the 
Japanese in raising the Russian ships that 
had been sunk at Port Arthur. Where the 
United States has not been able to raise the 
one lone Maine in Havana harbor, the Japan- 
ese raised nearly everything at Port Arthur. 
Over 100,000 tons of war engines were brought 
up from Davy Jones' locker and added to the 
effective fighting strength of the Japanese 
navy. If the United States had raised the 
Maine, and all of the ships sunk in the bat- 
tle of Santiago besides, it would not have con- 
stituted half the task that the Japanese suc- 
cessfully undertook. The fact that the ships 
were blown up by the. Russians in such a way 
that they hoped they could never be raised 
adds to the lustre of the triumph of the Jap- 
anese in floating them. Most of them were 
lying in from forty to fifty feet of water. 

The English are now engaged in an enter- 
prise of more than ordinary interest. It is an 
attempt to rescue the treasure from the wreck 
of the British warship Lutin, which was sunk 
in 1 797, and lies buried in the sands of more 
than a century. A large metal tube 100 feet 
long and about eight feet in diameter, has been 
constructed, on the one end of which there 
lias been built a tiny house with water-tight 
windows and doors in it. The divers will go 
down in this and use it as the base of oper- 
ations. The sand will all be sucked away 
from the wreck by great sand pumps, ami then 
will begin the work of securing the treasure. 

This action of the English finds a coun- 
terpart in the efforts to raise the Spanish Ar- 
mada. The Dutch sailors attempted to do so 
several centuries ago. hut their efforts at salv- 
age all came to nought. Xapoleon afterward 
undertook it, but with equal ill-success. Later 
the Spaniards undertook to raise the sunken 
craft, and they succeeded in getting the treas- 
ure from most of them. 

The modern ship devoted to salvage and 
wreck-raising is an intricate and powerful ma- 
chine. Its gigantic pumps, throwing a ton of 
water in the time it takes to say "Jack Robin- 
son" ; its equipment of pneumatic hammers, 
drills ami riveters, which can do the work of 
hundreds of men in less time than they could ; 
its great wrecking cranes which can lift hun- 
dreds of tons, all lend effective assistance in 
cheating Davy Jones out of his victories. 

The records of the Patent Office show that 
Abraham Lincoln's thoughts once turned more 
to the sea than to statecraft. He invented a 
wrecking apparatus, whose principle has since 
come into use. He had two boats joined to- 
gether by huge beams. They were intended to 
straddle a wreck. Cables were to be passed 
under the hull, while steam winches Oil the 
salvage boats were to do the lifting, the prin- 
ciple employed being much the same as in the 
great traveling cranes in big machine shops. 

It has been estimated that the tonnage lost 
at sea is only one-sixth as great today as it 
was thirty years ago, although the aggregate 
tonnage has increased threefold. In other 
words, the ocean is eighteen times safer today 
than it was a quarter of a century ago. But 
even at that there are a thousand craft of one 
kind or another lost each vear. 



fairly accurately; but when such changes oc- 
cur as have occurred recently, there is not a 
fisherman living who knows the tnstes and in 
clinations of trout, even in spring. At no time 
in the whole of his career did a fisher ever 
have a more favorable, opportunity of testing 
the humors of fish as affected by weather than 
during March, April and May this year. The 
spring which includes within four weeks a 
normal Easter, a bitter bleak winter, with 
hard frost and six inches of snow, and tropi- 
cal heat with glaring sunshine, is certainly 
varied enough to experiment in. We are led 
too hastily to conclude that recuperating trout 
will take anything in spring, and only become 
fastidious when their development is complete. 
The fisher who laid this hypothetical unction 
to his soul this year must have been most dc- 
decidedly undeceived, and have learnt that 
periods of extreme changes are the worst 
periods for sport. Changes which are not to 
the slightest extent apparent to the fisher are 
anticipated by the fish, and the sportsman who 
wondered why trout would not take when the 
proper condition of soft air, westerly breezes, 
and thin clouds were favorable, has been given 
his reply five or six hours later when heavy 
rain fell and there was a freshet. 

Here is an instance of the incomprehensi- 
bility of the tastes of trout. Years ago at 
Easter two of us had a day which was previ- 
ously fixed for us by the owner of a stretch of 
well-stocked water in a river flowing from 
west to east. The wind was in the northwest, 
and blew cold and moist, threatening us as we 
drove over moors with snow or sleet. A more 
comfortless, disagreeable, unpromising day it 
was impossible to imagine. Passers by stared 
at us, equipped as we were for fishing, and 
doubtless concluded that it was a pity that ar- 
dor such as ours should be directed upon such 
an absurd quest. At the river the wind curled 
round us and swept the now frequent showers 
of sleet and snow down on to the surface of 
the water, compelling us to make the most 
ludicrous slashing casts conceivable. Yet 
never did trout rise better or give us finer 
sport. When the snow was heaviest and the 
wind hardest scarcely a cast was made with- 
out a rise, and three or four times did we get 
two trout on our two flies. The excitement 
made us warm, and we quite, eagerly looked 
for the snow showers with the blustering wind 
accompanying them. That evening, as we 
looked at our aggregate of sixty-eight fish, we 
mentally resolved that, come wdiat might in 
future, we - would bar no conditions of snow, 
hail, sleet or rain, and only stay at home when 
there were heavy freshets and colored water. 

'Then what a boon to the fly fisher is a hail 
shower! — not the furious lashing of a storm, 
but the pattering of hail on the surface like 
the big drops of April rain. How greedily the 
trout will rush after a March brown then! 
Our ears and cheeks were tingling with the 
onslaught of hail one showery day when we. 
were fishing a' little stream of about 10 feet in 
width, but wc had to stop at three o'clock be- 
cause we caught as many trout as we could 
conveniently carry. Again, a few days ago 
we were fishing some lovely water when the 
mist was so think that we could scarcely see 
thirty yards, and were getting nothing. As it 
lifted and the sun came out the trout literally 
rushed after the fly. We basketed fifteen good 
fish within an hour. But when the mist threat- 
ened, even before it came down, the trout 
would have no more of the fly they were tak- 
ing during the sunshine. They came up half- 
heartedly for a short time to a half stone, and 
then stopped altogether. 

After all, there is a good deal of pleasure, 
in the speculative excitement attending the 
study of the humors of trout. An old friend in 
his seventy-third year; who still plays tennis 
and drives twelve or fourteen miles to fish, in- 
variably picks out a bright, hot, windless day 
for his fishing. He does not get a big basket 
of trout, but he always gets a presentable num- 
ber of good-sized fish, and he fishes up stream 
and under the opposite bushes with a very fine- 
cast. Most of us stay at home on such days, 
btit there arc certain parts of the year, usually 
about the middle or end of June, when, if the 
weather is clear, bright, and hot, heavy toll is 
taken of the stock of trout' in the middle of the 
day with the natural "fern" fly or the cowdung 
beetle, deadly baits in the hands of those who 
know how- to use them and care to do so. The. 
disposition to use them is happily waning-, as 
i'j the desire for any natural bait. To the arti- 
ficial fly. wet or dry, we pin our faith, and if 
we happen, notwithstanding all the seducive 
persuasiveness of keen casting, to cross the 
moods of trout, it is "all in the day's march." 
Better times will come. — Xoss Mavo in. The 
Field, 

RAINBOW TROUT FIGHTING 

"I was walking towards the pond on Satur- 
day, when I saw a tremendous scrimmage 
going on — now a fin, now a tail out of water, 
and on a nearer approach found that it was 
two large rainbows fighting. They kept swim- 
ming round and making violent dashes at each 
other with wide-open mouths, and now and 
then I saw mouth fills of scales flying in the 
water. They were so busy fighting that they 
simply took no notice of me. and as thev got 
within reach 1 put in my stick and tried to 
separate them, and then 1 realized what big, 
strong fish they were ; hut my pushing at 
them had no effect at all, and the fight went 
on. Of course they soon got out of reach and 
deeper in the water, and the last I saw of 
them Was merely a continuous boil, which 
showed that the fight was stili going on." — 
Gadfly, in The Field. : 
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Those who anticipate a Canadian navy as 
pre-eminently an engine of Canadian patriot- 
ism my have a different point of view from 
many of those who, in the Imperial city, all 
the time think of the Empire first and its com- 
ponent parts secondarily. There is no neces- 
sary incompatibility between the two points 
of view. The problem of Imperial statesman- 
ship is to converge diversities of approach 
into confederated action. I wish to indicate 
the lines upon which, it seems to me, the 
creation of a Canadian navy might contribute 
to this end. 

In the United States one occasionally finds 
persons who believe that Canada pays money 
tribute to King- Edward; and it is always an 
amusing experience to undeceive them. There 
is a certain amount of belief in Canada, that 
the Englishman regards this Dominion rather 
as a subordinate than as a partner in the Em- 
pire. What is sometimes alleged to be the un- 
popularity of the Englishman in Canada most 
likely arises from the fact thai the education 
in Imperialism of some. Englishmen amongst 
us has not proceeded as far as, knowing the 
views of the leaders of opinion in England, 
we have taught ourselves to expect. 

We are sometimes said to be provincial. 
There is truth in the criticism. We sometimes 
think that the Londoner is the most provin- 
cial of all men, because he has the least ap- 
preciation of the great place which com- 
munities outside Loudon occupy in Britain it- 
self and in the Empire generally. 

It is easier for the Englishman to think 
of the Empire as a whole than it is for the 
native-born Canadian. The place of England 
in the world was achieved long ago. Eng- 
land is also the centre of the Empire. If any- 
thing could destroy provincialism of mind in 
a man it should be his residence in the capital 
of such a country, Sometimes we wonder 
that the great advantages of such a position 
do not lead to more Imperial thinking. We 
imagine also that if the average Englishman 
could realize a little more than he seems to 
have done, when he first comes to Canada, 
that the Empire has become what it is because 
those who preceded him conquered wild parts 
of the earth, far removed from the British Isl- 
ands; and that what has been done in the 
Britains beyond the seas within living mem- 
ory is of a part with the achievements of 
men and women wdiose remoteness from today 
gives them a heroic aspect, the modern Em- 
pire would be even greater in his eyes than 
it is. 

Canada is a new country. Such prestige 
as she has in the Empire and in the world is 
almost entirely of modern making; and even 
though our views on Imperial questions may 
not be quite as broad and disinterested as 
those of statesmen who have grown up in the 
most fortunate school in the world, we know, 
because we live here, tha,t we are engaged in a 
constructive work for the Empire, which, by 
comparison, is not second to that which is be- 
ing accomplished by those who do their 
thinking and their work in the ancient capital. 

If we did not approach Imperial questions 
from the standpoint of "Canada First," we 
should be very inferior Imperialists. Under 
any circumstances, our geographical and cli- 
matic distinction plus our nearness to an ex- 
traordinary republic of eighty millions of 
people, would determine our development on 
somewhat different lines from those which 
mark the progress of the Old Land. The best 
children arc not always the most exact repro- 
ductions of their parents, even in early youth. 
And, when they marry and are given in mar- 
miagc, they are found to be affected by new 
surroundings and ideas. A young nation, like 
a young man, should be something more than 
a chip off the old block. 

In Canada there is a remarkable inter- 
marrying of people and of ideas, which is a 
revelation to many older fashioned Can- 
adians; and is doubly a revelation to those 
who come to us with the ideas and sometimes 
with the prejudices of the British Islands. The 
immigration returns of this century show that 
in Canada, and chiefly in W estern Canada, 
there is a new population as vaiied in speech 
and racial characteristics as was and can be 
found in the most cosmopolitan city of the 
Old World. The Bible Society publishes the 
Scriptures in eighty different languages for 
use in the Dominion. 

The immigrants from Continental Europe, 
when they know anything about England, 
know of it as a foreign country, and many of 
them have no friendly ideas about their new 
connection with it. During the last ten years 
nearly half a million Americans have come 
to Canada, with something of the prejudices 
against British institutions that comes from 
the public reading 'on every Fourth of July 
of the Declaration of Independence, with its 
interminable criticism of George the Third. 
Then, there are two million French-Can- 
adians, to whom English is a foreign lan- 
guage, and who, though they arc more than 
loyal to the form of government that has 
achieved so much success in Canada, are not 
dominated by British ideas in the same way 
that the native-born Britisher is. In the de- 
scendants of the United Empire Loyalists, the 
devotion to British ideals of justice and 
methods of government has not produced 
that quality in the relation to the Mother 
Country which makes 'the Australian and 
South African of the second and third gener- 
ation speak and write of England as "home." 

Now, Canada represents herself to the in- 
coming American 'and Galician — to take two 
extreme types — in an exceedingly favorable 
light. Each comes to better his material con- 



dition; and unless he is incompetent, or worse, 
he succeeds. .Financial prosperity will , go a 
long way to reconcile a .man to the institutions 
of an alien country. But the Galician and the 
American find something more than better 
financial prospects. The Galician becomes a 
new man. The bugbear of military service- 
does not rise up behind him, or before his 
children, lie is in a world of unexpected in- 
dependence. He knows nothing about the 
Empire, and he cares less. But he does learn 
something about Canada, and contentment 
with, and devotion to, the land of his adop- 
tion are as much as can reasonably be expect- 
ed from him for some time. A British Imperi- 
al instinct cannot be created in him in a mo- 
ment. 

The American is very different from the 
Galician. He thinks he has observed England 
through the assertions of the Declaration of 
Independence, and through the coronets 
achieved by various heiresses whom he knows 
by repute. He was brought up in the tradi- 
tion that Canada never (lid and never could 
amount to much ; and when he became con- 
vinced that the country has fertile lands, good 
markets and excellent dividends to offer for 
his enterprise, he moved in, still thinking of 
the United States as the first, second and 
third country of all the world. 

But in Western Canada' he finds himself 
in an atmosphere more agreeable than he ex- 
pected. If he has any acquaintance with new 
settlement in the Western and Northwestern 
States he is delighted to find that law and or- 
der, in the shape of the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police, preceded the settler. In 
new towns he finds churches more numerous 
than saloons. On the illimitable prairie, 
where he finds that in any townshipe thirty- 
six square miles in extent, ten children reside, 
the parents can successfully demand a school, 
for the maintenance of which one-eighteenth 
of all the land was set aside when the coun- 
try was first surveyed. 

To the American in Canada the incredible 
thing has happened. He has found it impos- 
sible to take the oath of allegiance to the de- 
scendant of George the Third ; but in so do- 
ing he has not troubled himself to think that, 
he has readjusted Jus relation to the peerage. 
His .allegiance is given to Canada. 

It is surely not necessary" to labor the 
point that in bringing the Galician and the 
American into the Empire, and affording to 
both of them honest administration of justice, 
and unlimited opportunity to bear a high part 
in the making and observing of laws, -the Do- • 
minion of Canada has made a notable, contri- 
bution to the strength of the Empire itself, 
as well as to the broadening of her own bases 
of strength. For there will go on, more and 
more, quickly, in an invigorating climate and 
on a fertile soil, a blending of races, which 
will eventuate in a type as virile and enduring 
as the English type itself became through the 
intermarriage of the different people who, 
from time to time, invaded the shores of Great 
Britain. 

As the Empire is vaster than England, we 
do not seek merely to help our new population 
to become loyal to England. We very much 
desire their loyalty to the Empire, as we our- 
selves are loyal.. But the first thing, the vital 
thing, is to secure their loyalty to Canada, 
and as one of the most important steps in that 
evolution, I would place the creation of a Can- 
adian navy. 

The navy will be a natural consequence 
of placing the Canadian militia on an entirely 
Canadian basis, and controlled altogether 
from Ottawa. There is, qf course, this dif- 
ference between a militia and a navy — that a 
land force is entirely suitable to a country 
which has no foreign relations, and does not 
have to prepare for possible quarrels with 
states beyond the seas ; whereas a navy, by 
the very fact of its existence, proclaims the 
country which establishes it to be, in some 
degree, at least, a world power. 

It might be argued that, for a country 
which has no foreign ministers, to have a 
navy of its own is an impossibility in interna- 
tional politics; and that there is no halfway 
between a navy of Canadian origin, subject 
absolutely to the direction of the British Ad- 
miralty, and a navy, the instrument of a total- 
ly independent power. If precedents were al- 
lowed to govern policies, this argument might 
have some weight; but, if the Empire had al- 
ways waited for precedents, it would have 
ended long ago. This generation is just as 
capable of creating precedents as its forerun- 
ners were. There is no more reason why a 
Canadian navy should be wholly responsible 
to the Admiralty in London, than there is 
reason why the Finance Minister of Canada 
should be a creature of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. 

I do not conceive that Canada would pro- 
pose to contribute to the cost of the Imperial 
navy, without direct representation on the 
Admiralty Board, and in the Parliament which 
reviews the cost and conduct of that body. 
W r e are quick to admit the force of the argu- 
ment that inasmuch as the colonies are ad- 
vantaged by the Imperial navy, they ought 
not to be entirely free from financial obliga- 
tion. The fact that our share in the Empire 
is so essentially constructive, strengthens, if 
possible, the position on which great issues 
have before now been fought, with only one 
ending — that the people who provide the 
money shall absolutely control the spending 
of it. When the House of Lords controls 
money-bills, and the Australian budget is re- 
vised in Whitehall, we shall no doubt receive 
gladly the idea that the Canadian peopie be 



taxed for the Imperial navy. We have read 
enough of English history, and have had 
enough experience of our own, to know that 
the lynch-pin of •self-government is this abso- 
lute control of taxes by the taxed. 

Nor is it conceivable that Canada would 
desire to borrow or purchase vessels that have 
"obsoleted" from first-class service in the 
Imperial squadrons. It has been suggested- 
and endorsed in the Times, that the Admir- 
alty should lend us two or three obsolete ves- 
sels for policing our fisheries, as the first 
step in the discharge of Canada's duty to the 
naval development of the Empire. It is un- 
wise to be contemptuous of small beginnings; 
and much may be said for the scheme of 
obtaining a few sea policemen that are too 
small or too slow for active service with, 
say, the Channel Squadron. But, if we are to 
deal with the question at all, we had better 
begin as though we mean business. To make 
a debut in second-hand clothes is to be too 
economical of dignity. We must assist our 
new citizens to understand that we are part- 
ners in the Empire, and not merely one of its 
poor relations. Where would a couple of 
poacher-catchers belong? Would they be 
creatures of the Marine Department, or would 
a little Admiralty be cheated for their direc- 
tion? 

The first consideration in any attempt to 
realize the naval possibilities of a country 
that overlooks the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
is that it must wear the appearance of a thor- 
oughly Canadian origin. To allow the im- 
pression to spread that, primarily, it is the 
financial stress of England which imposes 
new burdens oil' our people would jeopardize 
the movement. In starting a naval policy of 
our own there is no risk of establishing the 
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idea that we have notions of a naval inde- 
pendence that will approximate to Holland 
or Greece. Our neighbors are rapidly emerg- 
ing from the supposition that we are in a state 
of vassalage to England. By inaugurating a 
navy of our own, we should enhance the pres- 
tige of the Empire in the Republic ; first, be- 
cause it would be obvious that only in a truly 
great Empire could there be such inter-de- 
pendence of parts with the complete acqui- 
escence of the original power; and secondly, 
the establishment of a navy on a thoroughly 
Canadian basis, but ready to act with and for 
the Mother Country, would be a standing sign 
of our contentment within the Empire, and an 
effectual proof of the futility of supposing 
-that the relation could be broken. 

We must develop the naval spirit. We 
must begin by training our youth within sight 
of our shores, rather than by looking for 
poachers on the high seas. For maritime ac- 
tivity there is a natural, healthy craving in all 
nations. No one is so foolish as to suppose 
that Canada would ever dream of a navy 
finally, regardless of Great Britaim Every 
discerning man would perceive that, what- 
ever Canada did, would be merely an evidence 
of the strength of decentralization in an Im- 
perial Government, based absolutely on the 
will of the governed. 

Our maritime assets, so to speak, arc three 
— the Atlantic seaboard, the Pacific seaboard, 
and the Great Lakes. Hitherto our defensive 
instincts have been served only by the militia. 
In vew of the distribution of our popultion, 
I suspect that we have more drill halls and 
armories than England has. But it is anomal- 
ous that, with our great coast line in Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and far Eastern Que- 
bec, our young follows, to whom sea legs 
come by nature, should be compelled into (lie 
militia, when their choice would be the ma- 
rines. 

The population of the interior should 
chiefly supply the militia force. But there is 
enough blood in the country which first came 
here in sailors to furnish a naval contingent — 
even if our many rivers and innumer- 
able lakes did not swarm in summer with all 
kinds of pleasure craft, which promote a love 
of life afloat. 



The pact which keeps armed vessels off the 
great Lakes must never be broken. But the 
example of the United States in using the 
Lakes, even as far as Duluth,- the western 
extremity of Lake Superior, as training 
grounds for her naval youth, should be fol- 
lowed. The further you arc from the salt 
water the less likely arc you to appreciate the 
importance of the 'oceans to the development 
of your national commerce. The greater is 
the need, therefore, of utilizing the Lakes to 
show your people that the carriage of ore and 
wheat in twelve-thousand-ton boats, is not the 
whole extent of your navigable interests. 

In front of the Parliament Buildings at 
Toronto is a gun taken in the Crimean War. 
At Detroit recently I saw a gunless United 
States cadet ship — it was taken from the Span- 
iards. We cannot put such an advertisement 
of modern British naval history on the Lakes; 
because observant nations have been too wise 
to collide with Dreadnoughts. But we can 
find some means of repeating, on the. Lakes, 
what has been done on the lawn in Queen's 
Park, and in other similar places. Where an 
out-of-date gunboat might be an irritant, some 
modern Arethusa might speedily provoke our 
naval emergence. Whatever the form, we 
must have the substance of naval training on 
the Lakes. Literally, we must teach the young 
idea how to shoot. 

There must also be, of course, training 
stations on the Eastern and Western coasts. 
Halifax and Esquimalt are available. Nova 
"Scotia has ideal marine conditions. British 
Columbia has, potentially, a great part to play 
in the Pacific. In winter the youngsters who 
had spent the summer on the Lakes wouid be 
sent, some to the Atlantic and some to the 
Pacific, to become masters of navigation by 
cruises to Europe, to the West Indies, to Aus- 
tralia and Japan. When Canadian warships 
are brought to Canadian coasts they must be 
equal with the best. We have observed the 
naming of battleships after counties in Britain, 
as we have seen the naming of similar United 
States vessels after different states of the 
Union. The propagandist tendency of patriot- 
ism has been born in us, as well as in the other 
English-speaking peoples. 

The question of control — of relation to the 
Imperial Navy — is not difficult of solution. It 
may appear difficult to eyes accustomed to 
the measure of red tape, and to men of little 
faith in the cementing power of blood. In the 
first place, we should get our instructors from 
Great Britain. Even those who were not ex- 
actly delighted with the Imperial officers' 
part in the Boer war glory in the unquestioned 
pre-eminence of the British seaman. We 
know that, whoever would he loaned to us, 
would realize the difference between getting 
our instructors from England, and taking in- 
structions from the same source. A very lit- 
tle tact, and capacity to excite enthusiasm, 
would imbue every Canadian cadet and sea- 
man with the splendid traditions of the Navy, 
and make them feel their partnership in it. In 
peace times, everything would depend on the 
good sense of all parties to the arrangement — 
which is true of all political ententes. 

But, as in peace you prepare for war, must 
not your plans, from the beginning, be based 
on the assumption that, at any moment, the 
discipline of warfare may become imperative? 
Somebody must give orders and somebody' 
must obey. What would Canada do then ? 
Mow are you to avoid the danger that would 
arise from the virtual independence of the 
Canadian navy? For does not independence, 
mean possible neutrality, and, therefore, pos- 
sible hostility? 

Admit the apparent anomaly, and there is 
no need for alarm. Happily, against the fears 
of the littlefaiths, we have the experience of 
the centuries. The presence of the Canadian 
contingent in South Africa was not surprising 
to us. We foresaw it, even when Lord Lans- 
downe was declining colonial aid. We knew 
it would happen, even when Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier was backing up his own views with the 
plea that there was no Parliamentary provis- 
ion for participating in a quarrel seven thou- 
sand miles away. 

It must not be supposed, though, that 
Canada, beforehand, will unreservedly pledge 
herself to fight for Britain. 

The partnership idea has not yet reached 
that point of sacrificing every principle on 
which her national development thus far has 
been founded. If there are Canadian advo- 
cates of such a pledge they are in a hopeless 
minority. Nobody would dream of Great 
Britain making a treaty with the United States 
in reference to Canada, without consulting 
Canada. Canada has no formal, constitutional 
locus in negotiating between Great Britain and 
the United States. But, in practice, she is at 
Washington all the time; and we. have lived 
to see the British Ambassador to the United 
Slates paying a visit to Ottawa and address- 
ing public audiences in Canadian cities. 

It is quite safe to leave open the question 
of whether a Canadian navy would have to 
fight in every British quarrel, for the double 
reason that the Foreign Minister and the Cab- 
inet in London arc Imperial statesmen, and 
Canada is not a Crown colony. In dealing with 
foreign affairs generally, the Imperial cabinet 
inevitably considers the probable attitude of 
the over-seas dominions towards any impend- 
ing crisis. Anything oh such a matter it does 
not know, it can easily find out, for the tele- 
graph practically places the council chamber 
of every one of the overseas dominions next 
door to the council chamber at Whitehall. 



The question of agreement with, or hos- 
tility to the Mother Country in any interna- 
tional quarrel, could never be governed by any 
hard and fast compulsion to fight in the 
Mother Country's cause. If the Mother Coun- 
try could not win the sympathy of her kith 
and kin in her quarrel that would be a very 
strong presumption that her quarrel was not 
worth powder and shot. We are aware that 
sometimes war has to be risked secretly. But 
the risk is not so great as it seems, for no Eu- 
ropean powers will risk a serious war on some 
matter about which public feeling has not been 
roused. Wars are not made any more in the 
back parlors of irresponsible autocrats. 

With the recent experience of southeastern 
Europe before us — an experience which, fifty 
years ago, would have resulted in war first 
and discussion afterwards — we are quite will- 
ing to take our chances of agreement with the 
Mother Country without a formal contract be- 
ing entered into beforehand. And, as we 
should expect that the commanding officers- 
would be selected because of their capacity to 
command, we should not be afraid to take our 
fighting instructions from such chiefs. When 
the time came it would be seen that the loy- 
alty of the French-Canadian, of the American, 
of the Galician— of all the one-time aliens — 
would be transfused into a loyalty to the Em- 
pire which is greater than us all. 

POSTSCRIPT 

The foregoing was written at the sugges- 
tion of friends, after some remarks of mine at 
a public meeting in Victoria, before the dis- 
closures of the naval situation as between 
Great Britain and Germany had led to the re- 
markable outburst of patriotism throughout 
the Empire. The Dominion Government, at 
the time of writing, is being urged to offer 
Dreadnoughts to the Mother Country, a 
method of showing our devotion. to Imperial in- 
terests which I heartily approve. This develop- 
ment does not change my views — it only ac- 
centuates them. The chief naval necessity for 
Canada is still training schools for her youth ; 
and the provision of one, two or three battle- 
ships would do much to stimulate the naval 
spirit of which I have written. But it 'should 
be expressly stipulated that any vessels so 
provided by Canada would be lent to the Ad- 
miralty until our own crews are ready to man 
them. The knowledge that ships were provid- 
ed in this way would perhaps do more than 
anything else to achieve the creation of a Can- 
adian navy. .

A NATION'S HEIGHT . 

Some Interesting remarks Aveie made re- 
cently by John Gray, the secretary of the An- 
thropometrical committee of the British as- 
sociation, upon the cabled report that American 
college students are taller than their fathers 
and grandfathers. Mr. Gray said of the con- 
ditions in England : 

"The aristocracy, landed gentry, and cul- 
tured professional classes are improving in 
stature, but diminishing in numbers. The 
artisan class is holding its own in height and 
numbers. The laboring class— the. term in- 
cludes the unskilled millions of the people in 
the slums, even the vagrants— is perceptibly 
declining in stature while it increases more 
rapidly in numbers than either of the other 
two. These conditions apply not only to this 
country but practically to all Europe." 

Some of the interesting facts mentioned by 
Mr. Gray may be summarized: Scotsmen are 
the tallest in Europe (average height, 5 feet 
8 inches) ; then come Scandinavian and Eng- 
lish (5 feet 6 inches), and German, French and 
Italian. Through the conditions of life in the 
valley of the Nile, the physical type of the 
Egyption peasantry has not varied in 1,000 
years. 

"The English race," said Mr. Gray, ''is 
naturally tall. Thus a decline in stature for us 
might reasonably be said to spell a decline also 
in physical and mental energy. The stature of 
our manufacturing classes has been reduced far 
below the average of the country. The short- 
est people. I have measured are those in the 
great towns of Yorkshire and Lancashire. They 
have, through new conditions of life, become 
quite a different type from the dwellers in 
the country."

OLD-TIME ACTORS' EARNINGS 

Richard Burbage, who was considered the 
best as well as the most popular actor of his 
day, received a regular salary of £130 a year 
(equal in present day money to £1,040), be- 
sides shares in the theatre, which brought in 
a large sum, An efficient actor received in 
1635 as large a regular salary as £180, of 
which sum £1,440 is the modern equivalent. 
The lowest known valuation set an actor's 
wages at 3s a day, or in modern money about 
£360 a year. Shakespeare's emoluments as 
an actor before 1599 arc not likely to have 
fallen below £800 in modern money; while 
the remuneration due to performance, at 
court or in noblemen's houses, if the accounts 
of 1594 be accepted as the basis of reckoning, 
amounted to some £120. Nell Gwyn got 20s 
a performance — about £4 in present value.

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A LITTLE SERMON 

Writing- to the Corinthians upon the Resur- 
rection, Paul said: "If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we arc of all men most 
miserable." The Apostle was speaking for 
himself and for those who held the same faith 
as he did. lie was not referring to people 
■who today profess to he Christians. Much 
fruitless controversy lias arisen out of the prac- 
tice followed by certain divines of reading the 
. statements' made by Paul in his Epistles as 
though they were necessarily applica- 
ble to all persons who have lived 
since his time. When the Apostle used 
the expression above quoted he must be as- 
sumed to have reference to the Christian 
Church as it was then, not to what it is now. 
In his day it was the reverse of respectable to 
he a Christian. His Grace of Canterbury, His 
.Holiness of Rome may be the legitimate suc- 
cessors of the Apostles, but they occupy a 
vastly different social position from that in 
which the latter passed their lives. Hut w ith- 
out referring to those high ecclesiastical dig- 
nitaries, let us fancy a modern preacher ad- 
dressing a modern congregation in one of our 
fashionable churches and idling them that ; f 
he and they had hope in Christ only in this 
life, they are of all men most miserable. His 
hearers would question his sanity, for they 
would know' perfectly well that, if death ends 
everything, they would be far from being in 
any such deplorable state. We suppose the 
average Christian Church today is not ma- 
terially different in the character of its mem- 
bership from the Church at Corinth to which 
Paul was writing. Some of the members of 
our modern churches are good; some are bad; 
some arc indifferent. The same thing was 
probably true of the Church at Corinth. If it 
was not, a good many things which Paul 
wrote to them would doubtless have been left 
unwritten. But there was this distinction 
between the membership of the two churches: 
The Christians of today are as a rule in easy 
and comfortable circumstances; the Christians 
of Corinth were as a rule outcasts socially 
and subject to more or less persecution. 
Therefore to them it would appear only too 
true that if their hope in Christ meant noth- 
ing to them in a future life, they were of all 
men most miserable, for they had sacrificed 
everything of temporal value to accept this 
promise of happiness in a world to come. 

Such is the perversity of the human mind 
that many people have taught that we must 
be miserable in this life, if we expect to enjoy 
happiness in. the next, and they justify their 
teaching by reference to such quotations as 
that given above. Now Paul did not say: lie- 
cause .we have hope in Christ in a future life, 
Ave must be miserable in this cue. Probably 
he was a man into whose sou! few raw. of 
sunshine ever found their way. It is difficult 
to imagine him indulging in a hearty laugh; 
it seems impossible that he ever had cither 
time or inclination for pleasure. He was filled 
with a deep sense of duty. He was inspired 
by the conviction that he had been set apart 
for a great work'. He consecrated all the pow- 
ers of his mind and body to the task he had 
undertaken. Speaking in a reverent sense, he 
had staked all upon the truth of the Resur- 
rection. If there was nothing in that, then 
there was nothing in life to him. Hut nobody 
in these days takes such a position. All Chris- 
tians accept the doctrine of the Resurrection, 
possibly not all exactly in the same sense, but 
all in one sense or another. They are not 
forced to sacrifice anything because they ac- 
cept that doctrine. They may be diligent in 
business and surround themselves with com- 
fort; they ma}' marry happily and bring up a 
family of children: they may take part in the 
affairs of state; every avenue of life is open 
to them. That they have hope in Christ in 
another life is not only not a barrier to their 
prospects of rational happiness in this world, 
but ought to make their happiness more real 
and enduring, because they feel that it will 
continue in a more exalted condition in the 
future. The point of this scrmonette is that 
it is not necessary for good people to be dole- 
ful now, because the early Christians would 
have been most miserable if it were not for 
their hope of immortality. A cheerv smile is 
not a badge of evil; laughter is not a sign of 
inward wickedness. The Creator is not 
mocked when we derive pleasure from the 
works of His hands. We do not add to His 
glory by long faces and doleful sighs. It is 
doubtless wrong to say: "Let us eat. drink 
and be merry, for tomorrow we die": but it 
is not wrong to saw Pet us eat, drink and be 
merry, for tomorrow we live and shall con- 
tinue to live: for then, perhaps, we will learn 
that we should eat. drink and be merry with 
the consciousness that when we do so. we 
are shaping our lives in this world ami that, 
which is to come. Much of the evil that is in 
the world today comes from the fact that over- 
zealous religious teachers have, branded many 
things, innocent in themselves, as essentially 
wicked, because they thought a modern Chris- 
Han must be miserable in this life for the 
reason that the primitive Christians, living in 
the midst of heathendom, were, in temporal 
matters, '"of all men most miserable." 



there is no such thing as absolute greatness. 
Caesar's figure looms up large against the 
back-ground of ancient history, but when the 
record of his achievements is compared with 
that of others, they do not appear superlative- 
ly great. Lincoln's career was pivotal in the. 
history of his country, but one can hardly say 
that his influence was much more than local. 
We know very much more of Lincoln as a man 
than we can hope to know of Caesar ; but we. 
must not, in comparing him with Julius Caesar, 
lose, sight of. the very different conditions 
under which they lived. The qualities, which 
made Lincoln great, would have been ineffi- 
cient in the days of Caesar. There would have 
been no place in the United States in [861-65 
for a man of the type of the great Julius. 
Therefore to reach a conclusion that can be 
regarded as satisfactory in regard to the rela- 
tive greatness of the two men may be set down 
as impossible. We may, perhaps, be able to 
convince ourselves, but to convince others is 
another matter. 

In late years there has been a disposition 
to magnify the greatness of Lincoln. His 
secretaries. Hay and Xicolav, in their monu- 
mental biography, do not picture a man of 
foresight and determination. They rather sh e 
us the picture of one who went about the dis- 
charge of his duties from day to day with a 
degree of caution, which at times resembled 
nervous fear. The one quality which stands 
out supreme in their delineation of him may be 
called the courage of his conscience. He never 
flinched from doing what his conscience told 
him he ought to do. Hannibal Hamlin was 
vice-president at the time the Emancipation 
Proclamation was signed, ami was with the 
President at the time. Describing the inci- 
dent, he gave a glimpse of Lincoln's charac- 
ter, which did not suggest personal greatness, 
ami yet. if we judge of the act by its results, 
it was a great act. sufficient of itself to give 
the man who did it undying fame for great- 
ness, because it is by their acts only that we 
can judge of men's claims to greatness. Hut 
he had other claims also, and may very proper- 
ly be assigned a very exalted place among the 
world's leaders.

To only one man has the title "Very

As a 
social reformer, he. has few equals and no su- 
periors. He was undoubtedly one of the 
greatest of men.

SEN LAC 

The battle of Senlac. usually spoken as the 
battle of Hastings, was one of the most im- 
portant in history, so far as its political ef- 
fects are' concerned, although the number of 
men engaged on either side was not large in 
comparison with those engaged in the great 
epoch-making struggles referred to in previ- 
ous articles of this series. King Harold as- 
sembled his forces on the height called Senlac, 
and it was there he was attacked by the in- 
vader. The fight took place chiefly on the level 
ground now occupied by the town of Hattle, 
Harold had just come from a successful effort 
to drive away the Norwegians, who had landed 
on the Yorkshire coast, marching with all pos- 
sible speed m order to check the ravages of 
William, who for two weeks had been harrass- 
ing the country around Hastings. The Nor- 
mans landed at Pevensy on September -'8, 
1066, and, as the custom of that time was. 
proceeded to lay Hie country waste. William 
intended to march upon London, and he ex- 
pected that some of the great nobles would 
espouse his cause; but Harold moved with 
such celerity that the invader realized that he 
must chance all upon the issue- of a single 
battle, and that this must be fought without a 
day's needless delay. Therefore the English 
King had scarcely taken up his position before 
the Norman Duke advanced to the attack. 
It was on October \ \ that William led his 
troops out of Hastings, towards the Height of 
Senlac. The distance is about eight miles. 
The English forces has hastily dug a trench 




and- thrown up an cmbauknient surmounted by 
a rough stockade'. , Un their right: was a piece 
of marsh} r ground, which rendered their posi- 
tion safe. On the left the King's house guard, 
the very pick of his troops, men clad in lull 
armor and wielding huge battle-axes, were sta- 
tioned. The rest of the field was occupied by 
masses of rustics, armed , with whatever 
weapons they could secure, a badly organized 
body, indeed, to defend -a King's claims to his 
kingdom. \yiiliam led the flower of his Nor- 
man knighthood against the centre of Harold's 
position. It was a spirited assault. At the 
head of the charging host was Taillefer, the 
minstrel, chanting the Song of Roland, in 
which were recounted his deeds, at Ronces- 
valles. It was Taillefer who struck the first 
blow on that memorable day, and he it. was 
whose life-blood first flowed on that fateful 
field. The English peasantry made a splendid 
resistance and drove back their assailants. 
Again and yet again was the attack repeated, 
each time with the same result. The fortunes 
of the day seemed to be against William, and 
a cry went over all tiie field that he was dead. 
Hearing it. he snatched his helmet from his 
head, and crying: "I live ; and by God's help 
I will conquer yet!" led a fresh assault. This 
time he charged directly upon the ground 
surrounding the standard of the King. He 
was thrown from his horse, but springing to 
his feet, struck' down the King's brother with 
one stroke of his mace. He again mounted a 
horse that was close at hand, hut this was 
killed under him. Once more he mounted, but 
only after he had fought with the man whose 
steed he demanded. Hut even this furious 
assault failed to dislodge the sturdy English- 
men, and William hail recourse to,strategy. 
He ordered a retreat, and when the English 
sallied from their entrenchments in pursuit, 
he called on his troops to renew the assault, and 
they found the disorganized enemy an easy 
prey. Meanwhile Harold held his position, 
which was on the spot where the great altar 
of Battle Abbey was afterwards erected. Night 
was coming on and there seemed every pros- 
pect that when darkness came the fate of the 
kingdom would be undecided: but William 
ordered his archers to the front, and they 
rained arrows upon the group of soldiers w ho 
stood around the King. Just as the sun was 
setting a shaft pierced Harold's eye and he 
fell dead upon the well-fought field.' His body 
lay 'between the Golden Dragon of Wessex 
and the Royal Standard, and over it there was 
a fierce struggle, but when darkness came the 
remnant of the EnglUh force forsook the 
field. William forthwith advanced on Lon- 
don, and burned the suburb of Southwark in 
order that he might strike terror into the 
minds of the people. Yet they were not pre- 
pared to yield, and it was only when the great 
earls found their estates in danger from the 
Normans, who were advancing into the heart 
of the country, and therefore withdrew their 
forces from the defence of the capital, that the 
Londoners consented to receive the invader. 
On Christmas William was crowned at West- 
minster. 

Who were these Normans who had thus 
possessed themselves of England, and brought 
with them a language and customs very dif- 
ferent from those of the conquered land? 
Their name indicates their origin. They were 
men from the North. Some uncertainty at- 
taches to their origin, but the best evidence is 
to the effect that they came originally from 
Norway, being led to seek homes in Southern 
Europe, partly through love of adventure and 
partly because the land of their origin was 100 
inhospitable to be able to support the natural 
increase of population. The migrations of 
races from the North, which took place in the 
early centuries of the Christian Era. form one 
of the unsolved and apparently insolvable 
problems of history. We said, when consider- 
ing the great battle of Hardrianople, that the 
Visigoths were supposed to have come from 
homes somewhere, on the shores of the Baltic. 
In the sketch given not very long ago of the 
career of Charlemagne, the uncertainty as to 
the origin of the Pranks was touched upon. 
'I hey seem to have been of Northern origin., 
Some writers contend that the Saxons, the 
Jutes, tin. Angles, the Danes, the Normans 
and the Franks were all branches of the great 
Scandinavian family, and that possibly the 
Visigoths were of the same origin. If this is 
the case, wc find England, France and Spain 
all occupied by this same masterful branch of 
the human race; but without taking so wide 
a view of the case, it may be mentioned that 
England was the meeting ground of the most 
adventurous of five members of this group.. 
First came the Saxons and the Angles, and 
with them the Jutes. The name of the latter 
survives in Jutland, .a part of Denmark, that 
of the first named in the Kingdom of Saxony, 
and that of the last in England itself. Then 
came the. Danes, who in their tutn became for 
a time, masters of the land. Last of all came 
the Normans., Thus on the soil of England, 
which the blood of these people of the same 
stock reddened in many a conflict, they were 
reunited to form, the English race. Let'us fol- 
low the evolution of history a little further. 
More than five centuries after William's vic- 
tory at Senlac, adventurous Norman sailors 
found their way across the Atlantic and laid 
in the St. Lawrence valley the foundations of 
New France, settling it with pcGplc in whose 
veins the blood of Norsemen and Frank blend- 
ed. A century rolled around, and the descend- 
ants of the Saxons, jutes, Angles and Nor- 
mans wrested New France' from its possessors, 
and after another century had elapsed, the 
Dominion of Canada was 'founded, . and. here, 
is the meeting ground of all these children of 



the North,, who arc working side by side to 
build up a -great nation. The descendants of 
the Visigoths are not yet united with us, and 
perhaps they ma}" never be, for it is not cer- 
tain that they are of our family. But surely 
the story of : these peoples is more wonderful 
than any romance that was ever penned.

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THE HINDUS 

II. — The Ramayana 

The Sanscrit epic Ramayana is of more 
recent date than the Malta- Bharata, having 
been written about 3000. B. C. and it gives 
evidence of a more advanced state of civiliza- 
tion. The terrible warfare between the rival 
factions of the House of Mistanipur had taught 
the country the horror of family feuds. In 
the narrative which the epic embodies we have 
as one of the salient features the loyalty and 
affection displayed towards one another by the 
sons of the rival Ranis. 

Dasartah, Maharaja of Ayodhya, a large 
territory on the northern bank of the Ganges, 
had three Ranis, or wives. The story is con- 
cerned with Rama, the son of Kausalya, the 
first and chief wife, and Bharata, the son of 
the youngest and most beautiful of the Raja's 
queens, by name Kaikeyi. Rama was married 
to Sita, a lovely and charming girl, the daugh- 
ter of a neighboring Raja. He was the idol of 
the people and favorite with his father of all 
his sons. When the time arrived for the ap- 
pointing of a Yuva-Raja (young Raja), the 
old Maharaja named Rama as his successor, 
and there was general rejoicing throughout 
the Raj. Kaikeyi had alone been kept in ig- 
norance for fear lest her jealousy be aroused 
and she insist upon the appointment of her 
sou Bharata as his father's heir. So she was 
zealously guarded and kept within the harem 
upon one pretext or another, until it should be 
too late for her to interfere. Through the in- 
strumentality of one of her waiting maids she 
learned the secret, however. The girl had 
told her that there were mysterious prepar- 
ations going on, and Kaikeyi bad crept from 
her rooms to the highest tower to look out 
upon the city. It was night, and every house 
was ablaze with light and the streets were, 
full of hurrying people, preparing for the mor- 
row. Country folk were driving into the city, 
their carts laden with flowers, which at dawn 
would strew the streets. There was the sound 
of music in the air, the tinkle of the vambor- 
ines, the clash of the cymbals, an occasional 
blast from a trumpet. A general air of im- 
pending festivity prevailed. "What does it 
mean?" asked the Rani, suspiciously. "What 
is about to happen of which I have been kept 
in ignorance?" "Tomorrow they inaugurate 
Rama as Yuva-R ija," whispered the slave-girl, 
and Kaikeyi screamed and staggered back at 
the words, her face blanching with anger. 
Flying down the stairs and through the wind- 
ing corridors, she reached her sleeping apart- 
ment, where she flung herself prone upon the 
floor, tearing off her jewels and covering her 
face with her hair. The Maharaja was sent 
for, and came trembling with fear, for he 
worshipped his youngest and loveliest and 
least worthy wife, and dreaded to anger her. 
So impressed was he by her grief, so irresist- 
able was she in her supplication, that the old 
man, against his better judgment, agreed to 
all her selfish ami heartless demands. He 
promised that Bharata should be made Yuvtt- 
Raja. and that Rama should be sent into exile 
for fourteen years. 

The next morning, when Rama was called 
to the palace, he came joyfully enough, anti- 
cipating glad tidings, but he found his father 
prostrate with grief, and Kaikeyi, cruelly 
triumphant, told him what fate had in store 
for him. lie had been trained by the Brah- 
mans, and though his heart' almost ceased to 
beat when he fully realized the portent of her 
words, he said nothing at all, nor let his face 
betray his outraged feelings, but calmly pre- 
pared to carry out the commands of his 
father. 

The scene between Rama and his mother, 
Kausalya, was pitiful in the extreme, not only 
was the Rani's heart almost broken with grief, 
but her pride, erstwhile in the ascendant, was 
humbled to the dust. She implored Rama to let 
her accompany him, but he told her sternly 
that she should put her .duly to her husband 
first and remain faithful to him until 
his death, in spite of his apparent unfaithful- 
ness to her. 

But when Sita, Rama's young wife, clung 
to him and entreated him by bis love for her 
to let her accompany him into the jungle, he 
could not find it in his heart to refuse her. 
The two departed together and were carried 
in the Maharaja's chariot to the limits of the 
Raj, from whence, they sent loving messages 
back by the charioteer to their father. They 
determined to lead the life of religious dev- 
otees, and clad themselves in the bark of trees 
and went, barefoot even in the jungle, sleeping 
in huts of wood and leaves, .and eating only 
what the country afforded them of honey, 
fruit and game. 

Meantime Bharata, who had beer, absent 
from Ayodhya for. some days, and who knew 
nothing of the. state. oL.affairs in .the. Raj, re-, 
turned to liis home, to be met with sad news. 



His father, the Maharaja, had died. The night 
of the day upon which the charioteer had de- 
livered his son's final farewell messages to 
him they had found his dead body in the 
chamber'of Kausalya, and the latter lay by his 
side in a deep swoop. Bharata was greatly 
grieved, for he had loved his father, but he 
displayed far deeper emotion when he learned 
of Rama's exile and the reason for it. He 
quite refused to accept the dignity the old 
Maharaja had desired to confer upon him, and 
vowed that as soon as the period of mourning 
was over he should go to the jungle and seek 
out Rama and Sita and bring them home to 
rule over their rightful kingdom. The follow- 
ing description of the funeral is from 
Wheeler's "India," and is interesting, as it 
gives an insight into the customs which pre- 
vailed in India 3,000 years ago, customs which 
have changed but little since: 

"Bharata placed the body upon a litter and 
covered it with garlands and strewed it round 
with insense. All this while they cried aloud 
with mournful voice: 'O Maharaja, whither 
art thou gone?' The sad procession moved 
from the royal palace to the place of burning 
without the city. The bards and musicians 
marched in front. Next the widows appeared 
on foot, screaming and wailing, with their 
long, black hair dishevelled upon their 
shoulders. Then came the litter, borne up by 
the royal servants, with Bharata and his 
brothers holding to the back. The wdiite 
umbrella was carried over the body; the 
jewelled fans of white hair were kept moving 
to sweep away the flies, the sacred fire was 
kept constantly burning. Other servants fol- 
lowed in chariots, distributing alms and funer- 
al gifts among the multitude. In this way 
the procession reached the hank of the river. 
The body was placed upon the funeral pile of 
fragrant woods. Animals were sacrificed and 
placed about the dead body together with 
heaps of boiled rice. Oil and clarified butter 
were, poured upon the wood, and incense and 
perfumes of various kinds. Bharata lit the 
pile with a torch. After the rite of fire, the 
mourners performed the rite of water. Bhar- 
ata and his friends all bathed in the river and 
poured water out of the palms of their hands 
to refresh the soul of the Maharaja. This 
done, the mourners returned to the city, and 
Bharata continued to mourn for ten days, 
lying upon a mat of kusa grass. He then 
purified himself, offered the funeral cakes, and 
on the fourteenth day went to the river, where 
he collected the relics of the funeral pile and 
threw them into the sacred stream/' ■■ " 



BOOK REVIEWS. 

"History and Art. "---The beauty of ancient 
Greece has held the Western world for cen- 
turies, and its grip is today as strong as ever. 
The most recent study of what we have come 
to regard as the paradise of art and grace is 
Professor Allan Marquand's scholarly work on 
its architecture. It is one of the Macmillau 
Handbooks of Archaeology and Antiquities, a 
series which now numbers eleven important 
contributions to our knowledge of ancient art 
and life. 

Professor Marquand, who ho' s the chair 
of art and archaeology in Princeton, has gone 
into his subject with the thoroughness of a 
scholar and the love of an enthusiast. Greek 
Architecture considers every aspect of Greek 
building, the practical as well as the artistic, 
although by careful condensation and selec- 
tion the author has been able to keep his ma- 
terial within the limits of one octavo volume 
of convenient size. Nearly four hundred illus- 
trations emphasize the text and make the 
work as attractive as it is useful. 

Designed for the general public instead, of 
the scholar, and dealing not with the great 
triumphs of man's artistic sense and the flower 
of culture, but with fierce Strug 1 ' s in the 
virgin forest, with the crude, rough .strength of 
pioneers, The Story of the Great Lakes is in 
striking contrast to Professor Marquand's 
work. In it Professor Edward Channing, of 
Harvard, and Miss Marion Lansing have made 
a notable addition to the series of Stories from 
American History, of which it is one. It is a 
tale to make every American's heart thrill with 
pride. .Since the days when La Salle and 
Champlain first explored their shores, these 
wide inland seas have been the theatre of 
strife, adventure and daring. The winning of 
them from Indians, Frenchmen and, later Eng- 
lishmen is a proud chapter in American his- 
tory and the authors ot this book tell it well. 

It is hardly, however, an elaborate, formal 
history that we have here. "No minute and 
exhaustive chronicle has been attempted in 
this volume," says the preface, "but important 
events, with the customs and life of each 
period, have been brought together and pre- 
sented. Changes have come with such 
rapidity that the conditions of fifty years ago 
seem remote today. In this swift progress the 
heritage of the past must not be forgotten. 
The picturesquencss of the early life, the cour- 
age and hardihood of the explorers and set- 
tlers, and the tales of thrilling adventures and 
noble deeds should be treasured."

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Since the murder of King Carlos and the 
Crown Prince, some 14 months ago, the outer 
world has lost interest in Portugal and its 
affairs. 

How the Portuguese are working out the 
dangerous situation and the developments 
which have followed upon the recent regicide, 
are dealt with in an article which is contribut- 
ed to the London Times recently by a corre- 
spondent. 

Tile article reviews the situation and points 
out that up to 1906 Portugal had been gov- 
erned for many years by two political parties 
— the Regeneradors and the Progressistas — 
who relieved one another in office, and in the 
spoils of office, at decent intervals by a tacit 
arrangement between their leaders. This sys- 
tem, while ensuring a comfortable livelihood 
to a large class of professional politicians, was 
of no conspicuous benefit to the country, and 
it was with a view to ending it that King 
Carlos summoned Senhor Joao Franco in May, 
1906, to form a Ministry. Senhor Franco, who 
belonged to neither of the recognized parties, 
set his hand zealously to the work of re- 
form, but his attempts to purge the Admin- 
istration soon brought him into conflict with 
powerful vested interests; and in May, 1907, 
the politicians whose livelihoods he was re- 
forming away united against him in a policy 
of obstruction which made Parliamentary gov- 
ernment impossible, lie then dissolved" the 
Cortes, and with the approval of the King as- 
sumed the position of dictator, [lis work of 
reform thenceforth proceeded apace. Drastic 
decrees, each aimed at some abuse, followed 
one another with amazing rapidity. 

Strong in the support of the King and of 
the best elements in the country, execrated by 
the politicians whom he had despoiled, and by 
the Press, which he had done nothing to con- 
ciliate, he continued on his headlong course, 
and at the end of January, 190S, he signed a 
decree practically amounting to a suspension 
of civil liberties. What followed is well 



known. The shots that killed Dom Carlos and 
Dom Luiz 011 February 1 swept away the dic- 
tatorship of Senhor Franco and the whole 
fabric which he had built up at so much cost 
during iS months. Within a few hours of the 
murder Senhor Franco resigned, under pres- 
sure, it is said, and left the country, declaring 
that he had done with politics forever. From 
being the saviour of his country, the admira- 
tion of all enlightened men both at home audi 
abroad, he became a pariah. I lis supporters 
became mute and his system vanished. From 
that day to this his followers have had no more 
than three or four seals in the Chamber, where 
they have remained voiceless and without in- 
fluence on the course of events. 

That a seemingly vulgar crime should 
have so disproportionate an effect was strange, 
and no less strange was the altitude of the 
country. Whether owing to the widely en- 
tertained suspicion that the murderers of the 
King were the tools of more important per- 
sonages whom it would not be safe to discover, 
or to the tear of a Republican rising felt by 
the moderate ami respectable members of the 
community, is still a matter of opinion; the 
fact remains that^society lost its nerve. No 
burst of indignation, no adequate expression 
of sympathy for the Koyal Family was heard; 
no steps were taken to trace the authors of 
the crime. At this supreme crisis, when vig- 
orous action, or at least plain speaking, was 
looked for by a distracted community, the 
natural leaders of opinion waited upon events 
and talked of conciliation, of relief at the re- 
turn of constitutionalism, and of good au- 
guries for the future. 

For the purpose of carrying out the policy 
of appeasement so ardently desired by the 
country, it was necessary to form a Govern- 
ment which would unite all powerful interests. 
The task- was easy. The disappearance of 
Senhor Franco left the two old "rotati vist'' 
parties in presence, the Progressistas under 
Senhor Luciano de Castro, and the Regener- 



adores under Senhor Vilhena, the recently- 
elected successor of the veteran Iiintze Ri- 
beiro. Compared to these, neither the Republi- 
cans, whose strength was supposed to he con- 
siderable in the country, nor the "dissident" 
Progressistas, under Senhor Alpoim, were of 
any account as Parliamentary lactors. A 
coalition Government was formed on March 
4 under Admiral Fcrreira do Amaral, consist- 
ing of two Regencradores, two Progressistas, 
and two so-called Independents, personal ad- 
herents of the Premier, who resembled him in 
having no marked political ideals or convic- 
tions. The elections, which took [dace in 
April, returned 62 Regencradores and 59 Pro- 
gressistas, thus starting the Government on 
its career with the handsome following of 121 
in a House of 155. 

The matters with which the Government 
had to deal were mainly three — namely, the 
revision of the decrees issued by Senhor Fran- 
co as Dictator, the question of the Civil l. : >t 
and of the advances made by the nation to 
the Royal Family, ami electoral reform. The 
Civil List was successfully settled, but little 
progress had been made with ihe remainder oi 
the program when the first .serious defection 
occurred. During the recess the Government 
announced that the municipal elections, which 
had been suspended by Senhor Franco in 
favor of nominated councils, would be held 
again in November, a decision bitterly at- 
tacked by Senhor Vilhena, who announced 
that the Regencradores could no longer sup- 
port the Government. The elections were duly 
held, and, owing to ihe deliberate abstention 
of the .Monarchist parlies, the Republicans 
captured unopposed every seat on the Lisbon 
council. 

The unpopularity incurred by the Govern- 
ment on account of this unnecessary gift to 
the common enemy brought about a Govern- 
ment crisis. Admiral Amaral referred the 
matter to the Council of State, wdio, to his 
great surprise and annoyance, advised ihe 



resignation of the Government. The Premier 
and his two •Independents accordingly retired, 
and the Cabinet was reconstituted under Sen- 
hor Canipas Menriques, who together with 
Senhor Wenccslao de Lima, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, continued to represent the Re- 
generador party. The late Premier's "Inde- 
pendents" made way for the Progressistas, 
who thus held five seats in ihe Cabinet to two 
held by the Regencradores. Senhor Yilficna, 
who had brought about the fall of the late 
Government, was not offered a seat in the 
new one, and he immediately resumed his op- 
position ; but on this occasion he only carried 
two-thirds of his party with him, 22 members 
deciding to support the Government. This de- 
fection of the Regencradores under Senhor Vil- 
hena, the first serious indication of a return 
to the old system of "relativism," was shortly 
followed by that of the late Premier and his 
'"Independents," so that when the Cortes met 
on March t the imposing Government ma- 
jority of a year before bad dwindled to 10 
or 15. 

Whatever may be the motives of the late 
Premier and Senhor Vilhena in going into 
permanent Opposition, the explanations given 
by them at various times have not hitherto 
been such as to excite either the interest or 
the sympathy of the country at large. Their 
saitsfaction must therefore have been great 
when an act of Senhor Esprcgiteira, Minister 
of Finance, and one of the ablest members 
of the Government, gave them a colorable ex- 
cuse for a serious attack. On March 1, the 
very day of the opening of the Cortes, it was 
announced that the Government had arranged 
an internal loan with three of the leading 
banks here for £900,000, secured on the State 
Railways. It appears that Ministers are em- 
powered by law to raise loans up to a certain 
amount without the consent of Parliament if 
Parliament should not be sitting; but to do so 
within a few hours of the meeting of Parlia- 
ment was held by the Opposition to be an 



abuse of this privilege. But this was not the 
only ground of attack. The Minister was 
blamed for having, by a private arrangement, 
got onerous terms for the State when he might 
have got better terms by calling for tenders. 
He was also accused of having placed part of 
the loan with a bank of which he was a direct- 
or, and of certain other irregularities. 

The attack began on the 15th, and as 
Senhor Fspregticira's answer did not appear 
satisfactory it was renewed on the 16th. On 
the 17th the Minister fought a duel. On the 
24th the Opposition parties united to demand 
an inquiry into the circumstances of the loan, 
but were defeated by 15 votes on a motion of 
urgency. On Friday, the 26th, they were de- 
feated by 20 on the motion for an inquiry; and 
on that day they entered on a policy of ob- 
struction. On Saturday and on Monday the 
opening of the sitting was the signal for shouts 
of "Inquerito!" (inquiry) to the accompani- 
ment of a stamping and banging of desks, 
which only ceased when the sitting was sus- 
pended. Their efforts have been ably second- 
ed, in more dignified fashion, by Senhor Vil- 
hena and his followers in the Upper House; 
and the result is a Parliamentary deadlock 
from which nobody at this writing perceives 
an issue. 

With regard to the merits^ of the conflict, it 
would be rash to form a judgment at the pres- 
ent stage. It is certain, however, that even 
if the Opposition parties should succeed in 
their attack, the country will not show itself 
effusively grateful. Whatever may be the 
shortcomings of the present Government, no 
great benefit is expected to accrue from a 
change.

Tim session of" the Congo Free 
State to Belgium has net been 
followed by any amelioration 01' 
tho conditions 01' life in that vast 
territory in M id- Africa. Transfer- 
ence of responsibility from King Leo- 
pold to the Belgian government has 
left tilings as they were and tile na- 
tives are being terrorized us form- 
erly. Rubber, dyed in blood, is still 
being gathered. This is brought out 
with overpowering effect in "a mem- 
orial on native rights lti the land and 
its fruits in the Congo territories." 
which has been presented to Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, the British Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, by .Mr. E. I). Morel. 
Mr. .Morel reveals a slate of things 
on the Congo which constitutes 
a grievous reproach to common hu-

Accompanying 'the menu 
letter from Mr. Morel addre; 
Kdw.ird Grey, in which tin 
for foreign affs'rs is reminded that in 
November Inst, in his representations 
to the government 01' Belgium* h.P 
(Sir Edward Grey), urged as "the es- 
sential point of the British require- 
ments, the right of the native popula- 
tion of the Congo to trade in the 
natural products of the soil. 

Mr. Morel says: In so far as the 
withdrawal of this elementary right 
from tlie native population by the 
"Congo Free State." government was 
defended on the ground that tin land 
which yielded those natural products 
had been converted by degrees into the 
"property" of that government; ion 
(Sir E, Grey), indicated that tile Belg- 
ian government had but to revoke 
these decrees and recognize native 
communal tenure in the land and its 
fruits. 

You intimated in your reply to the 
Member for Gravesend (Sir Gilbert 
Parker), on December in last year 
belief that the forthcoming "discussion 
on tlie Congo Budget In the Belgian 
parliament will give the Belgian gov- 
ernment the natural ipportunlty for 
explaining their intention.",." 

But, as you are 01' course aware, 
the discussion referred to has taken 
place without affording the least in. 
dlcntion on the part of the Belgian 
government of a desire to atone for 
the Iniquitous policy pursued lev the 
late administration by some signal act 
of reparation which would have re- 
dounded to the credit of Belgian honor 
and Belgian humanity throughout the 
world. 

It was as a pioneer of commerce and 
n standard-bearer of civilization, that 
King Leopold secured possession of 
these vast regions in Africa. Ae 
such he obtained for the ••Interna- 
tional Association of tlie Congo," 
known later as the Cum u Free State 
recognition by the great powers. How 
outrageously this trust has been 
abused Is known the world over. The 
wise and humane ideals of Henry M. 
Stanley, who Brut revealed the poten- 
tialities of the Congo, were cast into 
the mire. In Its place there was es- 
tablished a regime or cruelty and op- 
pression, with the most unscrupulous 
exploitation of native labor and a 
cruel usurpation of native rights. 

This system has endured for sixteen 
years. It is defended 011 the ground 
that the land of tlie Congo is without 
native owners having passed wholly 
to the Free State authority. Tint 
was the plea of the lute administra- 
tion. It is now the plea of the Belg- 
ian government, which has assumed 
the task if principles upon which It 
has been managed, completely posted 
as to the root of the evils and perfect- 
ly cognizant of the effective remedy." 
This Is the plea whose falsity Is 
ruthlessly exposed by Mr. Moral. 

Why has not the Belgian govern- 
ment 'changed the system of pillage 
which disgraced t ho old. and stains tho 
new administration of the Congo'' Bo- 
catiso it desires to maintain its hold 
upon the territory without calling up- 
on the Belgian" taxpayers for grants- 
in-aid, - It is a human weaknois, but 



!t can not justify an inhuman system 
under which the rights of the natives 
lo the produce of their own soil arc 
taken from them and vested in aliens 
living thousands of miles away, >.!ie;e 
same aliens also extracting from the 
natives the labor which is required for 
• the collection of this product mid it,s, 
shipment to Europe, where U Is said' 
for the exclusive benelit of these 
aliens. 

' Stanley regarded the title of the na- 
tives to their own soil as indefeasible: 
It is one of tin.' ironies of Congo his- 
tory that the powers of tlie Interna- 
tional Association, which King Leo- 
pold turned to such base uses origin- 
ated with that famous explorer. Writ- 
ing in 1883 Stanley said: 

"The Association were in possession 
of treaties made with over loll In- 
dependent African chiefs, whose rights 
would be conceeded by all to have 
been indisputable, since' they held their 
lands by undisturbed occupation, by 
long ages of succession, by real divine 
right." 

Yet, today the rulers of the Congo 
interpret this divine right of the na 
tlves to their lands in the sense of a 
divine right conferred upon Belgium 
In the name of civilization to rob the 
natives of their land, and to treat 
them: as thi: property of the- Belgian 
State. These agreements to which 
Stanley referred were simply ireatle.-s 
of protection and trade, of overlord- 
jhlp or suzerainty. The native rights 
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False, too, is the pi 
merce and Industry wer 
the Congo natives befor 
of the Free State, with 
tern of spoliation which It Introduced 
and with the lash and the rifle to en- 
force it. For generations the natives 
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of the Congo had nor only owned the 
land, but bad utilized Its produce and 
traded freely In it. Stanley himself 
bears remarkable testimony to the In- 
stinct tor fade of the natives in this 
region of Africa. In tils ' Journeys he 
happened upon many nourishing trade 
centres, and of these ho wrote, wllh 
enthusiasm., Most of them have' since 
been ruined, some destroyed by the 
minions of King Leopold, Boloboe, 
which when Stanley knew It bad a 
thriving population of 40. 000 souls. Is 
reduced today to a place of 7,000 brok- 
en people, [rebu, the Venice of the 
Congo, whose inhabitants were versed 
111 all the subtleties of the African 
trade, had totally disappeared. Its 
ancient site is occupied by a military 
camp. Death and decay mark the 
once populous shores of Lake. Man- 
tumba; its former Inhabitants been 
extirpated by rubber wars, lish taxes 
and forced copal collect ion. "Never 
perhaps, in two short decades has 
such havoc wrought in the destinies 
of a native people." 

Such are some of the mournful re- 
sults of a system under which the 
Congo was pillaged by slave laOor 
for the benelit of a handful of individ- 
uals in Brussels and Antwerp, the ter- 
ritory becoming in the process, the 
theatres of unimaginable atrocities, 
with appalling human misery and re- 
sultant depopulation. 

Literally, they have made a solitude 
and call it pence. 

The final section of this memorial 
proves the existence of well -denned 
native tenure in laud. 

Such are some of the evils that have 
followed in the train of Belgian ad- 
ministration in the Congo. They have 
sprung from a claim to tlie owner- 
ship of the soil ami its products which 
Is not tenable in law or in justice.

\uit been a great success, even finan- 
cially, though wholly the work of tho 
people, alike as regards money and 
teaching. The sources of support are 
subscriptions and pupils' fees. The 
control of the college is vested in a 
committee, and as a kind of ex-ofllclo 
courtesy tin.' archbishop of the diocese, 
the Most Reverend Dr. Ilealy, is chair- 
man of tlie committee. As a further 
concession to His Grace, Father Cor- 
bett has been accepted by the commit- 
tee as "manager" on Dr. Healy's nom- 
ination. For more than a year there 
has been a movement to secure Dr. 
Henry, M D., as principal, the gentle- 
man who has done so much for the 
language movement In London, not to 
mention his position as a scholar and 
an author of Irish text-books. To 
complete Dr. Henry's appointment, the 
college committee mot recently, but 
Dr. Mealy refused to put the resolu- 
tion from the chair, and presented a 
candidate of his own Instead. On the 
voting the archbishop's candidate lost 
by reven votes against three, where- 
upon Ills Grace said: "Well, take care 
now that I won't appoint Mr Donnel- 
lan myself before the next meeting. If 
you don't appoint him I will. That col- 
lege Is mine and I can do what I like 
with it."

There Is some Specu- 
lation us to what the Archbishop 
means by "that college Is mine," and 
Ills Grace could hardly make such a 
statement without legal grounds of 
some kind. It Is feared that the com- 
mittee have permitted some arrange- 
ment, the terms nf which they will 
not disclose, and nobody dares to ask 
any questions. 

It is assumed, and reasonably, that 
"making Irish essential" in the now 
University would force Roman Catho- 
lics into Trinity' College, and on that 
"danger" the bishops base their ob- 
jections to the language. Meantime, 
judging from results, Trinity College 
is the only place In Ireland where a 
Catholic can get a good education 
without clanger to his religion. There 
is nothing whatever which the au- 
thorities of Trinity are morn careful 
about than the freedom and security 
of the religion of the Catholics who 
go there, but every effort Is made; out- 
side to keep the Catholics Ignorant of 
the fact. Only once In living memory 
has a professor or lecturer in Trinity 
been known to Interfere with the. re- 
ligion of a Catholic there, . and the 
promptness of his suppression by the 
Board Is bn record ns'a guide to all 



successors. There is no educated man 
of any creed in Ireland who believes 
that the Bishops can be really In earn- 
est in alleging danger to the religion 
of Catholics in Trinity.

the dish is ge-iuly rocked and thu 
negative carefully watched, reduction 
tailing pluce fain;,- rapidly, and it is 
iieJim.s.aijie to remove the negative 
from the reducing solution while it.

Photography in Natural Colors 



At ;i 1111 cling of the: Society of Arts 
Mr. 1;. Albert Smith delivered a lecture 
on Cinematography in natural colors, in 
which In- explained Ills method of pro- 
ducing photographs in natural colors 
and showed a number of the results he 
laid obtained. 

Mr. Smith explained that In 1902 he 
was invited by Charles Urban to assist 
In a trial of thee three-color process of 
color photography applied to tlie cine- 
matograph, tint this method was found 
unworkable owing to the Impossibility 
of maintaining the three pictures In 
register. During (lice lust four years he 
had renewed the Inquiry with the en- 
thusiastic support of Mr. Urban. He 
liud concentrated attention specially on 
four points: — (1) Making the Him sen- 
sitive 10 all color waves. ,-111(1 especial- 
ly those of the. red end of the spectrum: 
(2) superposing tho color records, not 

optically. bu< by perslstenc f vision: 

e :t i compressing the color records In a 
less number than thn-e so as to give 
the, least possible Interval of time be- 
tweeil successive presentations and thus 
to obtain a good depth of color: and (I) 
fulfilling the con/ition that the stau- 
dard lllm with standard perforations 
must bo used, so that the result might 
be readily adopted by every cinemato- 
graph user without much trouble- or ex- 
pense-. In regard to the third point, 
the final deduction from his experiments 
was that, proceeding from tin' rod end 
of tin. spectrum all l lie- rays from dark 
red to blue couhl be recorded In pro- 
portions uhle-h the human eye would 
accept as sufficiently truthful through 
two light (liters only. If individuals 
were asked to set down tin. principal 
colors of nature in order of their lum- 
inosity or brightness to the ,.ye the- av- 
erage list was white. yellow, orange, 
red. green, blue, violet, indigo. and 
black lie found ii possible, with two 
carefully adjusted Miters, one of red 
and the either of blue-green, to pass on 
to the. sensitized plate or Him cole...; 
In proportions parallel to the- above 
order. Through one lilter he passed 
white and yellow, and then on through 
orange and scarlet to the darkest red 
for which he- could sensitize. Through

fullest representation, and then on 
through green, blue-grcen, r jlue and 
violet in proportions suggested by tho 
list. The: nim was to secure, by a 
careful adaptation of (liters to emulsion 
a record of color luminosity stated in 
gradations of tone from white to black 
through a scale of grays, thlo scale lie- 
lug fully represented in two successive 
pictures. Tho pictures were taken in 
an Urban bioscope, fitted with the re- 
quired filters to come into action al- 
ternately. One film only was used, of 
the usual standard size, and the pictures 
were taken at a rate of not b-ss than 
if. a second through each filter, or :!2 
pictures a second In all. The positive 
transparency made from the developed 
negative presented, by its gradations of 
tone from white to black in each suc- 
cessive pair of pictures, a record of 
tone from white to slack In each suc- 
cessive pair of pictures, a record In 
form and shape; and it further ac'ed 
as a (ilter or sifter of light, for when it 
was passed in tlie path, of rays of e ol- 
oreei light It would filter or screen them 
so as to reconstruct for the: eye the 
various proportions of color luminosity 
present In the scene when the color 
was made.

Hut owing to the unfortun- 
ate sensitiveness of the film to violet 
and blue, these bitter colors of necessity 
were cut down to such an extent In 
the camera (hat If the same filters wero 
used for reconstructing the color for 
the human eye their absence would DO 
sorely missed, the' whites being so de- 
liclenl in blue and violet that they 
won lei appear as orange or yellow. 
Hence it was an advantage to intro- 
duce- the missing beams of violet and 
"ilia- Into the projection Instrument: and 
It might In- seen that beams of red 
(made of crimson and yellow) and 
green (made of yellow and blue) alter- 
natc-iy issued from the lens, and that 
these beams hail added to them, by a 
supplementary shutter, Just those pro- 
portions of violet and blue required to 



make a pure white when all wero mixed 
together. 

After Mr. Smith had shown all his 
films, which comprised a largo variety 
of subjects. Sir Henry Trucman Wood 
drew attention to the remarkable ad- 
vance made In using two colors instead 
of three. While tho reds were admir- 
ably rendered in Mr. Smith's pictures, 
he thought the blues and some of the 
greens were not quite ao true to na- 
ture as they might 'jc. But grey, as 
seen in a donkey in one of tho pictures 
was very faithfully given, though work- 
ers in three-color photography knew It 
was a most difficult color to reproduce. 
He also remaked on the extreme sensi- 
tiveness of tlie film obtained by Mr. 
Smith, who was thus enabled to take 
nearly 2,U00 pictures a minute.

Sable Island Pony Hunts 



When the supply of horses runs low- 
In Nova Scotia an expedition goes to 
Sable Island, rounds up a herd of wild 
ponies, selects the best of the lot, las- 
soes them and transports them to tho 
mainland and captivity. Most persons 
know Sable Islan.t as one of the places 
where the transatlantic liners are 
picked u;, by wireless and reported, 
and also as the place of shipwrecks, 
but the wild horses constitute an in- 
teresting feature of it. 

Sable Island is about 100 miles 
south -east of Cape Canso. It is often 
confused with Cape Sable Island, 
which Is the southwestern extremity 
of Nova Scotia. It doesn't fit in witii 
one's ideas of a horse ranch, in fact 
many persons think of it as a barren 
waste, but it has about 200 square 
miles of territory and is fairly fertile. 
It was treeless until tho government 
began to plant trees there in order to 
make the island more conspicuous to 
mariners. 

The ponies thrive and are a hardy 
lot. They prefer the open, refusing 
the rough shelters which persons with 
an eye to future profits have erected 
for their comfort. When a storm 
comes. as it does frequently, the 
horses gather in hollows between the 
sandhills and line up as if for a battle. 
The herds arrange themselves with the 
colts In the centre, the mares next, 
then the stallions and the master stal- 
lion of the herd in the most exposed 
situation. 

Tlie roundup comes at least once a 
year and is exciting sport. The Island 
is swept from end to end and tho 
horses driven into a large pound. The 
roping of those marked down for ship- 
ment Is a hazardous task, and equals a 
bronco busting tournament in spec- 
tacular interest. When a horse is 
thrown and tied he Is loaded ignomln- 
lously on to a wheelbarrow and carte d 
to a surf boat, which takes him to the 
Halllfax steamship.

Surely this is tho true interpreta- 
tion of "Whom the gods love die 
young." 

Young in spirit, young in sympathy 
with those who are young in years and 
consequently happy. 

Tho chief ingredients of happiness 
are a living Faith, sacrlfie of self, pa- 
tience and a little mighty courage. 

And to this last some brave words 
of Phillips Brooks, which have been 
long enshrined In my own heart, come 
as a clarion call: "Oh, do not pray 
for easy lives; pray to bo stronger 
men and women.

THE MANAGEMENT OF UN- 
RULY CHILDREN 

Of lato years a great change has 
come over the manner In which so- 
called "unruly children" are treated. 

Formerly they were roughly divided 
into two classes, good or bad, and pun- 
ishment was moted out almost auto- 
matically without any consideration 
or the slightest attempt to understand 
individual character. 

Much progress In matters education- 
al has been made during the last gen- 
eration, and psychology and physiol- 
ogy are more studied than formerly; 
but there Is still room for Improve- 
ment and it is not saying too much to 
state that no ono should bo permitted 
to teach who has not passed a search- 
ing examination in (hoso two sciences. 

To produce the "mens sana In cor- 
pore sano" is the aim of every wise 
teacher, who realizes that tho healthy 
mind does not usually exist In the un- 
healthy body, while "per contra" the 
perfectly healthy body rarely harbors 
un unhealthy mind. 

Unruly children may usually be di- 
vided Into two classes, each class hav- 
ing numerous subdivisions. 

To the first class belong the self- 
willed, headstrong child, boisterous 
and open in his ways, enjoying re- 
bellion against authority, and caring 
little for punishments as ho consid- 
ers the game well worth tho candle. 

Bullies at school frequently belong 
to this type. 

This kind of unrullness Is quite easy 
to deal with, as such a child frequently 
possesses many very fine qualities and 
if properly managed will turn out a 
great credit to his teachers. 

Their natures aro comparatively sim- 
ple and their misdeeds are often mere- 
ly the outcome of a superabundance of 
animal spirits and strength which 
causes them to despise, as the savage 
races do, those who are small, weakly 
and beneath them. 

To the second closs belongs tho child 
whose sins are underhand, who appear 
to love lying and secretlveness, and is 
seemingly deficient In moral sense. 

Children of nervous and highly- 
strung temperaments often belong to 
this category. 

The first type mentioned easily yields 
to judicious treatment. It most fre- 
quently occurs in members of large 
families, and tho unruly one, whethor 
at home or at a preparatory school la 
looked up to and blindly followed by a 
small circle of admirers who applaud 
his revolt against authority. 

This admiration Increases the diffi- 
culty of dealing with the case, as the 



Irrltablo and weakly passionate na- 
tures are both found in this type, and 
require great calmness. No attempt 
should over bo made to deal with 
them until tho temporary storm has 
subsided. 

The sulky nature is hardest of all to 
manage, because it is difficult to un- 
derstand what really passes in tho 
youthful mind. Sulklness occasionally 
results from Inadequate means of ex- 
pression. 

The child, mentally slow, is unable 
to express himself, so his grievances 
simmer and poison (not merely figura- 
tively but actually) his nervous cen- 
tres to a far greater degree than an 
outburst of passion. 

Tho lot of this child is often made 
bitter, and his faults Ingrained by his 
playmates, who will not tolerate sulkl

To oppose physical force hero Is a 
mistake, as it simply increases opposi- 
tion, arousing the most combativo 
qualities. 

The child welcomes a new enemy 
against whom to pit its strength. Tho 
treatment should be wholly moral. 

He should be reasoned with and 
made to understand the system of gov- 
ernment and discipline necessary for 
the well-being of any community. 

Ills sympathies should be enlisted on 
the side of authority, and his forces 
used for the maintenance of discipline, 
not against it. 

In many cases this will bo a slow 
process, but when resultH aro obtained 
they are satisfactory and lasting. 

This type is often quick tempered 
and passionate, therefore punishment 
should be slow, allowing ample time 
for reflection. 

Quick physical punishments have lit- 
tle lasting effect, although I, for ono, 
am not against the good old-fashioned 
remedy onco in a While, provided that 
the teacher keeps his own temper. 
That is the point. A good thrashing 
may be the best remedy In some cases, 
but not a cruel thrashing. 

Tho corrector must not himself or 
herself be In a passion, that Is, where 
so many children uro spoilt for life by 
being whipped unmercifully. 

A good whipping, for a bad offence 
Is sometimes the best remedy that can 
be given, but again, not perpetual 
thrashings. 

Persistent physical punishments, 
perpetual thrashings for any and every 
little offence, do more harm than can

Soak quarter of an ounce 
of gelatine and dissolve it In some of 
the fig water. Mix all together, re- 
move the lomon-rind, put through a 
fine sieve and color a pretty pink. 
Mould In a border mould, and fill the 
centro with carefully stewed figs, into 
the centre of each of which an almond 
has been Inserted, and fill up high 
with whipped cream. 

Poehes Ninettes. 
Have the required number of maca- 
roons and of halved peaches, and mois- 
ten the former with peach syrup flav- 
ored with maraschino. Havo ready a 
border of sponge-cake and moisten this 
with the syrup. Arrange tho maca- 
roons on this, and tho peaches on the 
macaroons, and strew with finely 
chopped angelica. 

Fill the centre with whipped cream 
and pour a good custard round. 
Poiros a la Chanteuso. 
Havo ready a ring-mould of rice 
about two and a half Inches high. Ar- 
range on this the required number of 
cooked pears cut In half (good bottled 
pears are the best for this purpose). 
Cover with apricot Jam sauce (cold), 
and fill the centre with whipped cream, 
piled high. 

Geleo Au Dates. 

Have ready a quart of lemon jelly. 
Line a quart mould with this. Put ln a 
layer of prepared dates and then more 
Jelly, and so continue till tho mould Is 
full. Turn out and garnish with the 
remainder of tho jelly chopped fine. 
To prepare the dates, wipe carefully, 
and remove tho stone and fill the cav- 
ity with finely chopped almonds. An- 
other excellent jelly of the same kind 
can he made by proceeding as above, 
using claret Jelly and French plums of 
the best quality. 

Claret Jelly 

One bottle of claret, tho julco of one 
lemon, half a tencupful of castor sugar, 
a cup of water, nnd throe-quarters of 
an ounce of gelatine. Heat tho latter 
ln tho water until dissolved, strain it 
into the claret, add the other Ingro- I 
dients, heat all until the sugar Is dis- 
solved and use as required. Claret 
which has boon open too lcng to uso 
for drinking should bo used for claret 
Jelly. 

Souffle En Surprise. 

Cut half a pound of preserved or 
fresh fruit into pieces and lot thorn llo 
in a curacoa-flavored syrup for some 
hours. Then whip one pint of cream 
stiffly, drain tho fruit and mix It with 
two-thirds of the cream and place it in 
a souffle dish. Arrange tho remainder 
of the cream on the top and place on 
ice, or in a very cold place until time 
to servo, 

Caramel Ruese. 

Place four spoonsfuls of castor 
sugar ln a pan and stir lt over the flro 
until it becomes brown. Thon put tho 
pan Into a bowl of boiling water. Havo 
ready some sponge flngerB, split in 
half, dip tho edges into the caramol, 
and so fasten them together round tho 
Inside of a charlotte mould (or a largo 
jam-pot). Put one gill of milk Into a 
pan, flavor with vanilla, add two ounces 
of i/a-stor sugar. Boil, strain In quart-

THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 

Muddlo Versus Method. 

Without giving way to gaudy pride 
in our own establishments, thero aru 
fow of us who do not know some 
menage or other which may stand as 
tho apotheosis of confusion and chaos; 
and from such an awful example we 
naturally shrink. Some of us blame 
tho mistress, or, if thero be one, tho 
servant, some the house, Inconvenient- 
ly planned, some tho inadequate in- 
come but if we are capable of judg- 
ment nnd arc also honest, we must ud- 
mlth that want of method Is alone re- 
sponslbio for all the muddlo. 

It is not the purposo of tho present 
article to set to rights tho houses 
whore thoro are no hours, no orders, 
nothing, indeed, save manners and cus- 
toms, and scarcely these in some caaea 
— rather lt is Intended to give point 
to one special occasion of muddle, and 
to glvo a few suggestions whereby the 
wise may profit and tho foolish may 
begin to learn, how to rob spring 
cleaning of some of the recurrent 
troubles and trials of that distinctly 
non-festivo season. It Is * be taken 
for granted that in every juso, save 
in tho unfortunate abodes A muddlers 
Inventory exists of glass, china, 
silver and linen. Xow is tho time when 
spring cleaning is in full awing and a 
few suggestions to save labor may not 
be out of place. 

I always think It best to begin by 
looking over tho linen, because such 
mendings as it requires may ofton he- 
done at odd times, when it is not con- 
venient to do other work. 

Then after tho linen has been looked 
nvor and all pieces requiring repairs 
(and repairs of tho smallest descrip- 
tion should be at onco attended to) 
have been carefully laid aside, tho cut- 
lery and silver aro the next Items I 
should attack. All must be carefully 
counted and their condition noted and 
if possible broken or injured onces 
must go to the silversmith or cutler 
for repairs. Needless to say that draw- 
ers and shelves on which these are 
kept must be. thoroughly cleaned and 
made thoroughly dry before things are 
re-arranged. It is a mistake to uso 
paper for wrapping cutlery or silver 
for any length of time, especially 
newspaper, as this becomes damp and 
frequently causes mildew and rust, 
which cannot be removed without 
groat difficulty. 

Tho best plan is to have strips of 
bnlzo or flannel with a loose wash- 
leather lining In which to slip knives, 
spoons, forks and what not, where 
those aro not kept In boxes and cases 
purposely made for them. 

As to whero the silver Is to be kept 
is a matter of individual taste. I have 
known valuable plate, left as a tempta- 
tion to burglars in an open cabinet in 
the hall, or in an open cupboard in the 
pantry. This has in ono case, which 
comes to my memory, been "lifted" by 
the enterprising thief ln the night; 
but lt is impossible to dogmatize on 
the subject 

As to the inspection of glass and 
china it is every bit as important, and 
it is fatal to keep cracked, broken 
things, nnd to lumber up the shelves; 
they may as well bo sent to the near- 
est jumble sale. 

Thon wo must descend to the kit- 
chen and inspect tho pots and pans, 
kettles, saucepans, moulds and shapes 
(bo they tin, copper or ware), the im- 
plements of all kinds, selves and 
strainers, the pudding cloths and soup 
strainers, and jelly bug, etc. I have 
not named repairs to furniture, 
mendings to curtains, portieres, etc., 
for these should never need "drastic 
reforms" as they should bo tackled at 
once when tho various catastrophles 
occur, but still even here, a good "look 
round" will do no harm, and many re- 
quirements may bo mot which will 
mako tho actual "cleaning" when It 
comes a very small matter. 

In tho same way personal possess- 
ions, In wardrobes, drawers, cupboards, 
etc., should bo kept in order all the 
time. The housewives who go through 
their houses systematically in this way 
are not those who am housekeeping all 
day long. As a rule they aro those 
who spend only a short time over their 
domestic matters, because with them 
everything has a place in which it 
stays when not wanted and to which 
lt returns after use. They know ex- 
actly what they possess and where lt 
Is, hence no time is lost ln hunting for 
things. They are never caught nap- 
ping, because they know exactly when 
such and such stores will run out, and 
when stores came in. It is not in their 
houses that a domestic tornado starts 
when someone wants to write a note, 
because everyone has gone wildly 
whirling hero and there to find pen, 
Ink and paper. Not witli thorn is it 
impossible to mako up a parcel be- 
cause no one knows whore to find 
string and paper, . 

If In the time before spring cleaning 
things aro overlooked and overhauled 
as I have suggested abovo lt will bo 
easy to plan an orderly system of 
cleaning, but In addition to this pre- 
paration It will bo wlso to mako a list 
of tho brushes, polishes, Implements 
required and to havo them and all 



soaps, soda, turpentine and other 
cleaning materials ready In the house 
so that all things being ready, the 
first and best opportunity may be ta- 
ken, when weather and all things aro 
favorable for tho organized process 
which shall leave our houses In per- 
fect spring order. Then the spring 
cleaning will bo a rapid, easy affair, 
wo shall not havo the. appearance of 
being in tho middle of house-moving 
for a period of about threo weeks, like 
in tho song "no carpets on the floor, no 
knocker on tho door" (ono might add 
no curtains on tho windows) "ours Is 
a happy, happy homo." 



HINTS ON SANDWICHES 

A short time ago I gave some recipes 
for sandwiches, but I do not think it 
will bo out of place to give a few more 
this week, for they aro really extra- 
ordinarily useful, for tea parties, when 
they will bo greatly appreciated, and 
at small supper parties, little card 
parties, and any other Informal or 
small functions of this kind. 

There was a day, since gone by, when 
a sandwich was made of beef or ham, 
and was of a very substantial order. 

Now at tea and evening card parties, 
dainty little sandwiches, savory and 
sweet, are all tho rage. 

As sandwiches tako some time to 
cut and arrango neatly and nicely, it 
is best to havo them prepared and 
dished early nnd put away In the 
larder, with clean and well-damped 
cloths carefully spread over them. 

A two-days old loaf gives the best 
satisfaction, and in cold weather the 
butter should bo melted until of a 
consistency to spread easily, and, fur- 
thermore, the sandwich cutter must bo 
provided with a really sharp knife. 

Tea sandwiches should be arranged 
on plates with lace papers underneath, 
and tho plates should not be overfull, 
as this gives a rather school-fcastish 
air. 

Savory sandwiches should be garnish- 
ed with a little parsley, and lt is a 
very good plan to have a very tiny 
card bearing the namo of the sandwich 
upon it, as many people take a sand- 
wich which they aro unable to eat 
owing to tho ingredlonts, which they 
may positively dislike. 

For supper tho sandwiches may bbo 
arranged on a silver entree dish or on 
plates. 

Party sandwiches should bo cut 
small and very thin and into neat 
rounds, squares, fingers, triangles or 
crescents. I shall only give tho 
recipes of ono or two kinds that aro 
very delicious and very rarely met 
with. 

Tonguo Cream Sandwiches 

Grate a third of a tumbler full of 
tongue, and stir lt into about the 
same quantity of whipped cream. 

Add peppor and salt to taste. 
Spread some white bread with a paste 
composed of butter into which a little 
mustard has been worked. Then add 
tho tonguo mixture, press together, 
cut into squares, and powder with a 
little of the grated tongue. 

Sardine Sandwiches 
Remove the skin and bones from six 
sardines, pound them smooth with a 
little of tho oil and some butter, and 
season rather hotly with peppor. 

Spread one side of white bread with 
the sardine mixture and the other with 
cress and press together, cut Into 
squares and powder with mignonette 
pepper, garnishing with cress. 

Mock Crab Sandwiches 
Make a mlxturo of four tablespoons- 
ful of grated cheese, the yolk of a 
hard-boiled egg, two tablespoonsful of 
butter, salt, mustard, and pepper, and 
half a teaspoonsful of vinegar. Spread 
on brown bread, scatter tho slices 
with chopped celery, arid cut Into 
triangles. Garnish with parsley. 
Sweet bread Sandwiches 
Take some cold cooked sweetbread 
and cut Into thin slices. Arrange on 
a slice of bread. Cover another slice 
with a puree of cooked green peas 
moistened with mayonnaise sauce and 
wtll seasoned. 

Press together, cut into squares and 
garnish, with shred truffle. 

Olive >and Anchovy Sandwiches 
Take some largo Spanish olives, 
wipo them dry, stono them nnd chop 
very small. Spread some brown 
bread-and-butter very lightly with 
anchovy paato and add the chopped 
olive. 

Press together, cut into circles, and 
garnish with a little shred olive and 
sprigs of parsley. 

Honey Sandwichos 
Cut some slices of sponge or Ma- 
deira cake and spread them with 
honey. 

Press together, trim into circles, and 
ico with a border of white icing by 
means of a bag and pipe, 

Lemon Cheeso Cake Sandwich 
Spread the lemon curd on brown 
bread, press together, cut into fingers, 
and decorate with hundreds and thou- 
sands. 

Fruit Sandwichos 

Uso bananas, peaches, apricots, and 
pinoapple, cut very small. Whip some 
cram and sweeten it, and spread some 
slices of sponge cake with the fruit 
and cream, cut Into triangles nnd 
decorate with chopped cherries and 
Angelica.

"May, dear, I congratulate you," ' of. London. . 
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To the present generation the name Blanco 
White probably stirs no memories and excites 
few associations of any kind. Yet it stands 
for a personality of exceptional sweetness and 
charm, and for one of the most extraordinary 
pilgrimages in the field of religious thought 
and belief recorded in the theological history 
of the last century. It is recalled by a very 
attractive chapter devoted to Blanco White in 
Mr. Tuckwell's "Pre-Tractarian Oxford." In 
reviewing that book some little time ago the 
London Times spoke of Blanco White as one 
of those "men who represent the difficult 
transition between an age of narrow tradition 
and the freedom and intellectual activity of to- 
day," and in this category associated his name 
with those of Hampden and Baden-Powell. 
But Blanco White's pilgrimage covered a far 
wider field than theirs. In these days neither 
of them, certainly not the Bishop, would be 
held to have strayed a hand's breadth beyond 
the legitimate boundaries of Anglican ortho- 
doxy. Blanco White, on the other hand, could 
not be held to have been included for more 
than a few years of his life within them. He 
began life as a Spanish Roman Catholic, not 
too easy, perhaps, in the cast-iron bonds of his 
ancestral faith, but orthodox enough in out- 
ward seeming to have been ordained priest 
and appointed to a chaplaincy in the Chapel 
Royal of El Ferdinand at Seville. He ended 
it as a Unitarian under the influence of James 
Martineau. But between the first etage of his 
pilgrimage and the last there were many wan- 
derings both of spirit and of place. 

The descendant of an Irish family long set- 
tled in Seville and known there by the name 
of Blanco, he was the son of an Andalusian 
lady of long descent and the most devout orth- 
odoxy. Devoted to music — in later life he us- 
ed to play the violin with Newman — and de- 
testing the mercantile business in which his 
father was engaged, he was persuaded by his 
mother to enter the priesthood, though not 
without hesitation and reluctance on his part. 
Born in 1775, he was ordained in 1800 and for 
a time officiated in Seville. But his ortho- 
doxy very soon deserted him. "Clearly 
through some ancestral White," says Mr. Suck- 
well, "the boy must have inherited a strain of 
inborn scepticism." That may be so, but in 
view of his life-long spiritual wanderings we 
should rather regard White as an anima na- 
turaliter Christiana nurtured in uncongenial 
surroundings, perpetually in spiritual trouble, 
but still ever turning to the pole of religious, 
and not sceptical, peace. 

Blanco soon perceived that the truth, as he 
understood it, was not to be found in Catholic 
Seville at the beginning of the last century. 
The entry of the French into Spain inspired 
him for a time with some hope that the rule of 
Joseph Buonaparte might be fatal to the In- 
quisition and to the religious orders which 
were the main cause of his revolt against Ca- 
tholic orthodoxy; but his patriotism threw 
him on the side of the Junta, and on the ad- 
vance of the French into Southern Spain he 
resolved to leave the country and to break 
once for all with the priesthood. How far he 
had travelled by this time mav be seen from 
an anecdote told by Thomas Mozley, who one 
day, during his residence in Oxford, asked 
him "a question of simple curiosity about the 
smaller religious houses in Spain. The an- 
swer was that in Spain you knew that there 
were friars in a town and you knew that there 
were pigs, and that was all you cared to know 
about either of them." He left Spain early in 
1810, taking ship for England. Already in Spain 
he had made the acquaintance of many emin- 
ent Englishmen, including Lord Wulleslcy, 
Lord John Russell, and Lord Holland, and 
through their influence he was employed to 
conduct a monthly periodical called the Es- 
panol, intended to be circulated in Spain in 
defence of the national cause. This he car- 
ried on until the final expulsion of the French 
from Spain, and when it came to an end he 
was granted a life pension of £250 a year by 
the British Government. Soon after he set- 
tled in England he adopted the patronymic of 
White, in addition to that of Blanco. He had 



left Spain an unbeliever, but, finding in Eng- 
land what he recognized as a purer form of 
Christianity than he had ever known in Spain, 
he again became a Christian, and took steps to 
qualify himself for acting as an English cler- 
gyman. He resided in Oxford for a time, pur- 
suing his studies, but quitted it in order to be- 
come tutor to Lord Holland's son, an employ- 
ment for which he was fitted neither by tem- 
perament nor by sympathy with the tone of 
Holland House and of the society he encoun- 
tered there. After many wanderings, spiritual 
and local, he again settled in 1826 in Oxford, 
where he was granted the degree of M.A. and 
elected an honorary Fellow of Oriel College in 
the pre-Tractarian days of the "Noetics." 

The story of Blanco White's residence in 
Oxford is well told in the reminiscences of 
Thomas Mozley and of Mr. Tuckwell. Sweet 
in disposition, acutely, sensitive in tempera- 
ment, a master of many languages and a stu- 
dent of many philosophies, a man who had 
known the Spanish priesthood from the inside, 
and seen on the spot the turmoil of the French 
invasion, a thinker, a scholar, and not without 
many a touch of the saint — he must have been 
a singularly attractive companion to those 
who understood, or tried to understand, him. 
But these were few, and perhaps the most 
singular thing is that the rugged and not too 
spiritual Whately was the man who befriend- 
ed him most. To Conservative Oxford he was 
merely "a d — foreigner," as the vigorous ver- 
nacular of those days probably dubbed him, 
and he gave deep offence by voting for Peel, 
when Conservative Oxford rejected that 
statesman over Catholic Emancipation. Soon 
after Whately left Oxford, in 1831, to become 
Archbishop of Dublin, White, too, shook its 
dust off his feet, but it was before he left Ox- 
ford that he wrote the sonnet on "Night and 
Death," which Coleridge pronounced to be 
the finest and most grandly conceived in our 
language, while Leigh Hunt, still more dar- 
ing, declared that it stands supreme, per- 
haps, above all in any language, nor can we 
ponder it too deeply or with too hopeful a rev- 
erence." Mr. Tuckwell quotes it in full. It 
opens with a fine image of Adam's "trembling" 
at the first advent of night, and concludes : 

"Who could have thought such darkness lay 
concealed 

Within thy beams, O Sun? Or who could 
find, 

While fly, and leaf, and insect stood revealed, 
That to such countless orbs thou mad'st 
us blind? 

Why do we then shun death with anxious 
strife? 

If Light can thus deceive, wherefore not 
Life?" 

The idea is fine and the expression not un- 
worthy of it, especially for a man who, though 
he had an exquisite musical ear, never fully 
mastered the English language and its 
rhythms. But the countrymen of Shake- 
speare and Milton, of Keats and Wordsworth, 
must surely demur to the eulogy of Coleridge 
and Leigh Hunt. In Dublin White lived with 
Whately for a wdiile, but, a:, he gradually in- 
clined more and more to Unitarianism and 
still engaged in an active polemic, writing for 
the Westminster Review when John Stuart 
Mill was its editor, Whately at last had to tell 
him that he could no longer live with an Arch- 
bishop. In 1835 he migrated to Liverpool, at- 
tracted thither by the teaching and preaching 
of James Martineau. In 1841 he died near 
Liverpool, in the house of his friend William 
Rathbone. Such was this strange man of 
many wanderings and much spiritual tribula- 
tion. Perhaps from his very soul came the 
cry "If Light can thus deceive, wherefore not 
Life?" He never found spiritual rest in this 
life, and he has left no abiding name. But 
many of the spiritual and religious movements 
of the last century might have taken a different 
turn had not this Irish Spaniard, priest, poet, 
scholar, and seeker after truth found his way 
to Oxford just before the dawn of the Trac- 
tarian Movement. Newman loved him to the 
end, and the Unitarian whom Newman still 
loved can have been no ordinary man. 



NEW PLAY BY D'ANNUNZIO. 

Gabrielc d'Annunzio's new play Fcdra was 
produced at Milan at the Tcatro Lirico. Ex- 
pectation ran high, and the theatre was crowd- 
ed. The result was disappointing. D'An- 
nunzio has treated his classic subject in a bru- 
tal way; his heroine is a monster. Wc have 
before us Phaedra the murderess, Phaedra the 
fury. Phaedra the Ha \ who rants and raves 
through the three acts in intolerable self- 
glorification. No trace of remorse, shame, or 
sorrow attenuates her unhallowed passion for 
her stepson Hippolytus, who, in his turn, is a 
selfish, vacuous youth having none of the 
high-minded purity of Euripides's adolescent 
hero. Only two scenes in the entire work 
possess any dramatic value or met with ap- 
proval. These are Phaedra's disclosure of 
her love to her stepson and the scene of violent 
beauty which follows it and in which the 
spurned and desperate woman takes her re- 
venge by perjuring herself before the gods and 
drawing from Theseus the curse which is to 
send Hippolytus to his doom. 

She rest of the tragedy, heavily laden with 
classical allusion, tedious narrative and la- 
bored discourse, wearied the audience for 
three hours and a half. Harmonious verse 
and occasional gems of sheer beauty in the 
choice of word, phrase, or image light up the 
dreariness of the long verbosity and deliberate 
grossness, and cause one all the more to regret 
that d'Annunzio, who has the ear of Italy, has 
found no better message. 

The part of Phaedra was played with fire 
and vehemence by Teresa Fumagalli, -while 
d'Annunzio had assigned to his son Gabnclhno 
the role of Hippolytus. The boy, a shy and 
comely figure in his wild beasts' skins, found 
favor with the audience. The death of Hip- 
polytus differs in its details from that narrated 
by Euripides, Ovid, and Seneca. He meets his 
fate while riding the horse Arion of divine ori- 
gin sent to him by Adrastus. She close of the 
play shows us Phaedra triumphant, flouting 
the goddesses Artemis and Aphrodite and 
claiming the dead Hippolytus as hers for ever 
in the Land of Shades.

Theatre managers never cease to bewail the 
absence of really good plays. Here is a chance 
for the ambitious author who knows the 
dramatic business. Mr. A. F. Henderson, as- 
sesses thus the value of ne •> plays sent to 
him: One in fifty worth reading; one in one 
hundred worth contemplating; one in two 
hundred worth producing. "What's wrong 
with the others?" "In many cases, an absolute 
lack or knowledge of stagecraft. In others, 
the themes are impossible. One play that was 
sent to me dealt with the subjects of divorce 
with an absolute disregard for the Lord Cham- 
berlain ; and another,, written by a lady, who 
laid stress on the fact that it was a one-act 
play, had seventeen, characters and five or six 
scenes." m

SURPRISE FACTS ABOUT CIGARETTES 

It is commonly supposed that the Virginian 
cigarette is less harmful than the Egyptian, 
though smokers are not as a rule guided by 
considerations of health when they make their 
choice between the two. The British Medical 
Journal has been analysing both forms of 
cigarette, as well as various kinds of tobacco 
and cigars. The results are curious. 

A Virginian cigarette of good quality prov- 
ed to contain nearly twice as much nicotine 
as an Egyptian, and although a common Vir- 
ginian, sold at five a penny, yielded less nico- 
tine than the superior brand, it contained a 
good deal more than the Egyptian. If smokers 
were guided by hygiene, the Egyptian cigar- 
ette would cast its rival from the field, or, at 
any rate, reduce it to abject subjection.

There is nothing like personal familiarity 
with a locality to arouse a real interest in 
news concerning it, even if that news be of 
so startling a character as to merit the name 
of a massacre. Poor Adana ! There was a 
time when I knew its broad wheat fields, sil- 
very streams, luxurious gardens, and the wild 
mountains that hem the fertile valley in. Now, 
I venture the assertion that not one person in 
ten thousand who has read the late startling 
despatches ever heard the pretty name before 
or knows whether it belongs to a town or a 
district or where to locate it except as indefin- 
itely somewhere in the Suitan's Asiatic domin- 
ion. In fact, the general tenor of the de- 
spatches where the name is found indiscrim- 
inately classed with Aleppo, Beirut, Damas- 
cus, etc., gives the natural impression that it 
is somewhere in Syria. If St. Paul were alive 
he would surely pour out the vials of his 
ready wrath upon any one who dared to call 
him a Syrian, for he was a Silician, and the 
Roman province of Silicia of his day is the 
vilayet of Adana today. 

Off to the northeast of the Island of Cyprus 
just after the mainland makes a sharp bend 
from running north along the Syrian coast to 
west along that of Asia Minor, lies this, the 
finest granary of the whole Mediterranean 
coast, and its three principal towns uf Mer- 
sina, Tarsus and Adana lie almost in line 
completely through its centre. Riding and 
camping out on the banks of the Cydnus I 
heard from the native story tellers traditions 
innumerable of the fair land that is so unfor- 
tunately located as to have been the battle- 
ground' of nations since the dawn of history. 
The name of the mythical Sardanapalus is 
claimed as that of the founder of every town 
and village. Within its boundaries Alexander 
the Great won the most famous of his vic- 
tories. Pompey the Great reached the pin- 
nacle of his fame here when his legions cap- 
tured the province for Rome, scarcely thirty 
years before St. Paul was born. Then the 
Arabian Moslems swept up and across it from 
the east; the savage Armenians' from the 
west; Greeks and Venetians harried the coast 
from the south, and so down the centuries the 
little province simply from being a military 
key to surrounding peoples was kept in pov- 
erty and desolation until great Haroun al Ra- 
schid gave it the new name of Adana and 
brought peace and plenty to the land. 

Adana is an agricultural country, and the 
capital lies in the centre of the Chuckoor val- 
ley, which extends from the coast of the Medi- 
terranean to the Chall Mountains, some fifty 
miles in length and thirty miles wide. Across 
the Chall Mountains lies the Great Uriel Val- 
ley, reaching the borders of the province of 
Aleppo on the east and north and the northern 
chains of the Taurus Mountains on the west. 

The river Sihon that flows through the 
midst of Adana is spanned by a magnificent 
stone bridge, 800 feet long, built by Queen 
Eleny, the last of the Byzantine queens. 

Adana is known as the "America" of Asia 
Minor. From all sections of the country come 
the able-bodied men seeking for work; espe- 
cially this time of the year the capital is filled 
with' agricultural laborers. During the harvest 
season the population of Greater Adana swells 
to from 350,000 to 400,000 souls. A forty-eight 
mile railroad connects the capital with Tarsus 
and Mersina. 

The Christian population of Adana is 
23.000. Of these 19,000 are Armenians, the re- 
mainder being Greek Protestants, Chibdys, 
Syrians, Assyrians, Mavronites and 'a few 
Europeans. 

Besides the magnificent State College, with 
over six hundred students, and some thirty 
Mohammedan schools of the old type, there is 
an American college for girls, two community 
schools with eight hundred pupils, a Jesuit 
college for girls, a Jesuit high school for both 
sexes and two large Roman Catholic schools, a 
Greek seminary for girls and three Greek com- 
munity schools for both sexes, a Chibdy and a 
Mavronite school, both Christian. The Ar- 
menians of Adana have three large community 
schools with nearly 2,500 pupils. 

Although there is a distinct Moham- 



medan district in Adana, the so-called Chris- 
tian district is inhabited by many Mo- 
hammedans. During the Armenian atrocities 
of twelve years ago this fact was considered 
a sufficient reason for not massacring the in- 
habitants of Adana, Tarsus and Mersina. Ihe 
dwelling houses of Adana are mostly wooden 
buildings. Even the few brick buildings are 
covered with wooden structures like piazzas 
running the full length of the house. With its 
narrow' streets, lack of water and the tinder- 
like condition of its frail wooden structures 
from the parching tropical suns, the city would 
.certainly be an easy prey for a fire, especially 
if it were set deliberately. 

After supplying several neighboring prov- 
inces, Adana annually exports 100,000 bales of 
cotton, over 5,000,000 bushels of wheat, be- 
sides several million pounds of cotton seed, 
flaxseed and a large quantity of buffalo ami 
sheep skins. Adana is the headquarters of the 
wool trade for al! Asia Minor, and exports 
thousands of bales of wool to Europe, especial- 
ly to England and France. 

While the farmers are Mohammedans, the 
agricultural implements, including most of the 
land, are downed or controlled by the Armeni- 
ans of Adana. The Greeks of Adana arc trad- 
ers rather than producers. They handle the 
agricultural products of the province and con- 
trol the finances. They are the masters of 
the export trade. But the Mohammedan is en- 
vious of the Armenian for his wealth and 
"blames him for his own poverty. Of the forty 
cotton mills in Adana, Tarsus and Mersina 
onlv one is owned by a Turk, one by an Ar- 
menian : the rest are controlled by the Greeks. 

The Turks of the province are the direct 
descendants of the warlike horde which, 
swooping down from Turkestan, conquered 
the Eastern Empire over five centuries ago. 
The Turk has no craving for wealth. He is 
contented with a leisurely life, and a comfort- 
able income even if he 'has to labor for it. In 
fact, he works hard while he is at it, but he 
doesn't care to work every day in the year. 
But his Christian neighbor is rather of an Oc- 
cidental temperament. He sets the pace for 
him. Eventually the Turk discovers that he 
will have to work hard to compete with his 
ChristiaifMieighbor for his bread and butter 
and even then he often comes out of the strug- 
gle with butterless bread. Thus the Turk has 
come to have no great love for his Christian 
neighbor. In the meantime Abdul Iiamid is 
having a disputatious argument either with the 
Armenian Hunchagists or the Young Turkey 
Committee. Meanwhile his secret agents are 
traveling the length and breadth of the empire 
inciting the faithful to rise and defend them- 
selves against the "Giaour" who, they say, 
are already the industrial lords of the land, 
and who tomorrow will take control of the 
Government and the faithful will be the de- 
spised slaves. It is easy to judge how effective 
this mode of Mohammedan reasoning proves 
when the fanatical agitator uses it to further 
his own interests. 

The atrocities attributed to the Turks are 
due to the regime of the Sultans who have 
chosen for their tools not the Turks, properly 
speaking (for in the wdiole Turkish Empire 
there are only four and a half millions of real 
Turks), but those Albanians, Kurds, Arabs, 
Tatars, Syrians, Abudals, Chingianehs and 
other Moslem peoples who have nothing in 
common with the Turkish race, though identi- , 
fied with them simply because they arc Mo- 
hammedans. Such is the case with the Turks 
of Adana. Impartially speaking, it is not the 
real Turk who is responsible for the atrocities 
attributed to him, but the fanatical races who 
are primarily responsible for the devastation. 

Endowed with remarkable physique, of 
strong constitution, the Turks of Adana are 
sober, well-disciplined, bearing easily the fa- 
tigues of war, and able to endure the greatest 
privations. They are resigned under misfor- 
tune and temperate in good fortune. They are 
simple, hospitable and generous, grave and 
dignified. They are proud of their origin, hav- 
ing the greatest regard for the memories of 
their forefathers. Two virtues characterize 
them: obedience to their leaders and love of 
their families. 
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The Alipur State trial of natives 
charged with bomb conspiracy has 
reached Its last stage, and counsel aro 
now finishing their addresses. As the 
cuso nears its end Bengali excitement 
is increasing. Extra police measures 
havo been taken to prevent a rescue, 
or any outbreak among the prisoners 
themselves. They have been hand- 
cuffed and fastened eight to a chain, 
throughout the trial. The prisoners, 
except Arabindo Ghose, have remain- 
ed cheerful and shout "Bande Mata- 
ram" every morn\g. 
. Tho trial of Arabindo Ghose and 30 
other prisoners for conspiracy against 
the British. Government, which com- 
menced at tho Alipur Police Court, 
near Calcutta, in .May last, culminat- 
ed last month in an address for the 
prosecution by Mr. Eardloy Norton, 
which .lasted for 13 sittings of the 
Court. Mr. Norton closed with a gen- 
eral outline of tho case against the 
accused. He said that tho movement 
took its rise in Baroda in 1902 or 1903. 
The first active agent was Barendra 
Kumar Ghose, tho younger brother of 
Arabindo Ghoso, who tried to propa- 
gate the new political faith in various 
parts of Bengal, until, dissatisfied 
with tho results of his labor, he re- 
treated to Baroda, where he rested for 
a year or two. It was seon that no 
movement of this description could be 
permanent unless it was based upon a 
Hubstratum of religion, which accord- 
ingly waa Introduced. Emissaries 



were sent throughout Bengal to re- 
cruit boys. These boys were sent to 
tho Manlcktolla garden, the common 
property of Arabindo and Barendra. 
Arabindo left Baroda In June, 1906, 
and scarcely had he reached Calcutta 
when the activities took a concrete 
shape. 

The conspirators had three channels 
hy which to reach the young men of 
the province — tho National Council of 
Education, the "Chattra Bhandar'' 
(ostensibly designed to spread tho uso 
of Swadeshi goods), and the Bande 
Mataram, of which Arabindo Ghoso 
had supreme control. Tho ground had 
already been prepared by the Yugan- 
tar, which was originally started by 
Barendra and Ablnash. The partition 
of Bengal gave an extra fillip to tho 
diseased Imaginations or these young 
men, and encouraged their declama- 
tions against the further continuance 
of British rule, Sam It is were started, 
or old samltls were pcrvertod from 
their proper uso of improving the 
Bengali physique, and utilized as se- 
cret meeting places In which sedition 
could bo preached. It was a matter 
for profound congratulation that tho 
response to theso efforts was extreme- 
ly limited. But though limited in 
comparison with the efforts put forth, 
the. numbers of thoso who joined tho 
agitation swelled to proportions which 
constituted a groat danger to the 
State. Tho conspiracy had seriously 



affected the prosperity and retarded 
the. progress of the country. 

Referring to criticisms made in var- 
ious quarters as to the length of tho 
trial, Mr. Norton said that few of 
those not concerned In the case could 
have any conception of tho thousand 
and one ramifications of this conspir- 
acy. Tho documents put in numborod 
over 1,000, and there wero over 200 
witnesses. Counsel then referred to 
the toll of human life exacted by the 
trial, which had led to the murder of 
an Informer and of one of the counsel 
engaged, Babu Ashutosh Biswas. 
From tho point of view of tho enor- 
mous interests at stako, and of public 
law and justice, there had probably 
never been a case tried In tho British 
Courts which required more careful or 
more determined handling than this. 

It was a conspiracy In which thoae 
concerned had not only formulated 
their plans, but had in some degree 
carried them out. Thoy had made and 
kept In their bureaus maps and plans 
of places they meant to attack. Tho 
country had been flooded with the 
most pernicious literature in the name 
of philosophy and ou Vedantism. 
Professedly based upon tho eternal 
doctrine of lovo and peace to all man- 
kind, tho object of the conspiracy 
could not be other than that sketch- 
ed out by Barendra and Ablnash — 
namely, to set aside, to overwhelm, and 
annlhllato British rulo In India. .Tho 



conspirators took upon themselves tho 
iniquitous responsibility of separating 
boys from their parents, and, after- 
impregnating them with falso doc- 
trines, of sending them forth into the 
world armed to assassinate Innocent 
people who have never done them 
harm. The evidence was absolute 
that these men, in a moment of spir- 
itual intoxication or of supreme ha- 
tred to British rule, agreed that tho 
tlmo had coma when It should cease, 
and they should have what they choso 
to call Swaraj. 

A remarkable feature of tho lat- 
est anarchist disclosures Is a 
slavish Imitation of Russian meth- 
ods. The Indian anarchists make 
a close study of a Russian man- 
ual of revolution and other Russian 
anarchist literature. In Russia tho 
moving spirits frequently select young 
and hysterical girls as their Instru- 
ments; In India the secret organizers 
Invariably choose excitable and under- 
fed youths, who aro carefully drilled 
and warned never to reveal anything. 

Tho assassin ( of Babu Astuosh Bis- 
was, the public prosecutor at Alipur, 
Is a stunted, deformed youth, who 
resolutely refuses to Incriminate the 
InBtlgators of the deed. He practiced 
revolver shooting for a month before 
the murder, and he now repeats like 
a parrot certain sentences which, it is 
evident, he has been taught by others. 



He declares that ho has fulfilled his 
mission, and that he would like to bo 
hanged at once. Asutosh Biswas was 
the only man who had all the threads 
of the case of tho Alipur anarchists 
In his hands; hence his murder, but 
the further and larger motive of tho 
propaganda is to deter all natives from 
assisting in tho government of tho 
country. 

A New Factor 

It is slowly becoming recognized 
that tho Introduction of anarchism into 
India Is a new factor In the situation, 
which Is of enormous import, and that 
under Indian conditions mat factor is 
not llkc'y to disappear. At present tho 
propaganda is in its infancy, but tho 
temptation to wield so potent and ter- 
rible a menace will probably be too 
strong to be resisted. It Is feared 
that the movement will grow in spite 
of all precautions. Even now the In- 
dian anarchists aro In touch with Con- 
tinental groups, but unquestionably tho 
violent political agitation, particularly 
that of tho extremists, has provided a 
a suitable soil for anarchism. Tho 
tlmo must come when Great Britain 
will have to reconsider her whole at- 
titude towards anarchist refugees. Tho 
same considerations apply to the apos- 
tles of sedition, and people are already 
asking why tho men who are not al- 
lowed to preach sedition In India may 
do so with impunity In Great Britain. 



The measures that aro likely to be 
taken If there should be a repetition 
of the outrages In Calcutta aro being 
freely discussed. Bengal Is In need 
not of iinoro troops but of a largo in- 
crease in the police force particularly 
in native detectives. If there should 
be further outrages the Frontier 
Crimes Act may be Introduced in Cal- 
cutta. Under this act persons who 
commit murderous assaults upon gov- 
ernment officials may bo tried on tho 
samo day and executed on the next. 

A despatch from Dacca says that 
Inquiries thero reveal many proofs that 
the anarchist organization in Calcut- 
ta Is in close touch with the revolu- 
tionary societies in Eastern Bengal. 
Under tho now act for tho suppression 
of seditious organization four impor- 
tant societies of "National Volunteers" 
in Eastern Bengal we're recently pro- 
claimed Illegal. The principal society 
had its headquarters in Dacca. Tho 
result of the proclamation has been to 
convert the organizations Into secret 
societies for though ostensibly they aro 
defunct it is not believed that they 
havo ceased to exist. Their ramifica- 
tions have spread far and wide; tho 
Dacca society alono numbers several 
thousand members consisting almost 
entirely of Brahmins and other high 
caste Hindus. Thero nro no Mahom- 
medans. Thero Is ample documentary 
evidence of connection with tho Cal- 



cutta anarchists from whom Inspir- 
ation is drawn. The societies are mod- 
elled on approved Russian methods, 
having three circles. Only the Inner 
circle is really active, furnishing ma- 
terial whence anarchists aro drawn. 
Lists have been found showing a man 
in each village capable of rendering 
active assistance. Tho astonishing 
thing Is clearly demonstrated that 
some of these societies were formed 
six years ago, before tho partition of 
Bengal. 

Hindus Sympathize 

Beyond occasionally terrorizing vil- 
lages, committing acts of dacolty to 
obtain funds, and generally obstruct- 
ing tho work of administration, thoso 
societies give no visible sign of ac- 
tivity, it Is unquestionable, howavcr, 
that they enjoy the sympathy "£ the 
bulk of high caste Hindus, and It is a 
grave sign that few people aro found 
ready to assist the government In the 
work of suppression. Tho societies do 
not constitute a serious present dan- 
ger. It is not what they are, but what 
they may become In time of trouble — 
a real menace, Their sources of in- 
telligence are admittedly far better 
than those of tho police. It Is urged 
that the chief want is not mora na- 
tive detectives, but a large Increaso In 
the number of Europeon police offi- 
cers.
